ae Better Homes & Gardens introduced vermiculite to 
home gardeners last November, acceptance of it has boomed. 

Secret of its popularity and versatility? 

Vermiculite, the wonder aid, is mineral mica, “popped” 
at 2,000 degrees. This roasting treatment converts each 
piece of the mineral into a sponge. Vermiculite can absorb 
eight times its weight in water. But even when this amount 
of liquid is held, vermiculite contains large amounts of air. 
When vermiculite is used, there is no danger that roots will 
be drowned or smothered. The type you buy weighs less 
than 1/10 as much as soil. 

There’s a plus value, too. The toasting at 2,000 degrees 
sterilizes vermiculite. It also drives off as vapors any chemi- 
cals that may be present. The commercial product comes to 
you free of diseases, insects, and plant nutrients. You can 
feed your plants the nutrients you want them to have. 


High re-use value. Vermiculite doesn’t rot. You can start 
seedlings or root cuttings in it, then re-use as “‘soil” for 
bulbs. Or you can mulch plants for the summer with used 
stuff, then work it into the soil as a conditioner in the fall. 

If properly dried, old vermiculite is safe for storing bulbs 
Over winter. But remember that the water is held tightly. 
Be sure your material really has dried. 

Use only the fresh product for seeds and cuttings. Once 
used, vermiculite is no longer sterile. 


Size of particle important. The grade sold as dry-fill in- 
sulation for houses is too big. So, too, is the poultry-litter 
size. Order the special garden grade. If unavailable, screen 
out the Coarse material in the dry-fill house-insulation type. 

Avoid “concrete aggregate vermiculite.”’ It may contain 
chemicals which injure plants. Also shun the corn-meal-like 
types of vermiculite. These stay too wet and hold the plant 
food too tightly. 
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Cuttings root quickly in vermiculite, 
often a week faster than in sand. Aera- 
tion is no longer a problem. Even the 
lower leaves need not be removed from 
cuttings. Damping-off diseases are rare

Bulbs forced for winter flowers do well 
in vermiculite.

Added te heavy; sticky clay soil, 
vermiculite opens up the soil, allows air 
to get in and excess moisture to drain 
away. Vermiculite adds to sandy soils 
the much-needed ability to hold water 


Vermiculite makes a featherweight 
soil for seedling flats. Seedlings must be 
fed when second pair of leaves appear, 
and also a week later, 1 tablespoon of 
chemical plant food in a quart of water 


Bulbs and tubers stored in vermicu- 
lite will be air-conditioned while out 
of soil. Simply place them in carton. 
Pour in vermiculite. Store at correct 
temperature for the particular plant

~— Who Wins in This 


Stupid Game? 


TH veaeou tells us to be “realistic.” 
Possibly by this they mean that we should 
abandon our visions and aspirations, and live 
on the basis of immediate personal advantage, 
without faith in anything, or thought of any 
person other than ourselves. Well, life can be 
lived that way—it is perhaps the oldest way 
of life—but it is the life of the jungle. 

Or perhaps they mean that we should gang 
up on each other for the benefit of our group, 
indifferent to the consequences to the world 
and to the nation. If we can gain something 
by shutting off the lifeblood of commerce, 
why, let’s be “realistic”? and do it. 


A sTRONG logical case can be made out for 
this sort of realism. It conforms to primitive 
natural law, which says that the strong shall 
take, and the weak shall die. But it is evident 
that such a life is not worth living. It is the 
life of privation, suspicion, and fear. Above all, 
it is the self-defeating life. The man who 
makes nails may find himself helpless in his 
attempt to build a house if he stops making 
nails in order to compel someone to pay him 
more for his nail-making. The man who draws 
plans for a garage may find himself unable 
to collect for his prints because the mechanic 
cannot work for lack of parts for the automo- 
biles brought in for repairs. 

Who wins in this stupid game? 


SOME DAY WE Shall again realize that the 
worthwhile life is the life of vision and of 
aspiration. The great days of this world have 
been the days when men lived by ideals. 
When you visit St. Peter’s in Rome, take 
your field glasses with you. You will find in- 
finite detail there, so remote that no man 
could tell with the unaided eye whether or 
not it is well done; but the same care has been 
lavished on these hidden parts as has been 
given to the altar rail. These workmen worked 
for the church, but they worked equally for 
their own self-respect and pride of accom- 
plishment. 

The strength of nations lies, not only in 
their wealth and manpower, but in ideals of 


human association based upon one compel- 
ling motive. We have seen this in Japan, 
where men died suicidally by thousands for 
the glory of the emperor. We see it in Russia. 
And we have seen it in America, where our 
political faith is freedom of the individual 
under the law. 


THIS AMERICAN faith presupposes maturity 
in its citizens. The true American is willing 
to stand or to fall thru his own efforts. To him 
the government is not a mother, but is more 
like a traffic policeman, who sees that the 
roads leading everywhere are kept clear for 
traffic and are plainly marked. He knows that 
everything the government gives him comes 
out of his own pocket, that competitive grab- 
bing for government handouts is the most 
self-defeating of enterprises. He believes that 
all men should have an equal chance, and 
that what they ultimately become should be 
exactly what they have made of themselves. 

Civilizations become sick, just as individ- 
uals do. Right now, this is a very sick world. 
This sickness is caused by cynicism toward 
ideals. Too many of us are willing to trade 
our liberties for an elusive, but promised, 
security. Like the proverbial donkey, we are 
forever pursuing a bundle of hay attached to 
a pole in front of our own cart. 

Then, too, we have a bad conscience. No 
condemnation can be too great for the terrors 
and murders committed by the Germans, but, 
like all wrong-doers, we cast about for a 
rationalization that will enable us to support 
the guilt of our own actions. How many of 
us like to think about Hiroshima? 


WHAT WE HAVE done to ourselves and to 
our ideals and to alien people is done. But if 
we believe that every penitent is entitled to a 
chance to mend his ways, let us ask that 
chance for ourselves. Let us return sincerely 
to the vision of liberty and justice that thru- 
out the 170 years of our history has made 
America great, and that holds 


out to a suffering world its _ 
only substantial hope. ‘

Why Plants. enesenem 
bloom When They Do— 


Way should chrysanthemums bloom only during football sea- 
son, poinsettias only at Christmas? Why does ragweed wait until 
August to shed its pollen, curse of hay-fever sufferers? 

No matter how early these plants start to grow in the spring, 
they normally don’t flower until their usual blooming time. 

Secret—length of day! Long days in summer, short days in fall. 
Many plants can’t flower until the days are short. Others must 
have long days. For a third group, length of day has no effect. 

You can fool plants, tho. Florists regularly trick plants into 
blooming out-of season. Cornell scientist Dr. Kenneth Post cuts 
chrysanthemum flowers every day in the year. He grows them in a 
greenhouse, and juggles the length of day for different groups of 
plants. Turning the lights on at night slows development of the 
blooms. Keeping the plants in the dark from 5 p.m. to 8 a.m. each 
day speeds it up. Doctor Post uses black sateen cloth, but a box 
will do for a home gardener who wants to “speed up” a few plants. 

Plant breeders, too, find tampering with length of day a useful 
tool. Suppose you wanted to cross a summer variety with a fall one. 
You could change the length-of-day conditions so that both would 
flower at the same time, then make your cross. 

But be careful! Many plants are extremely sensitive to light. A 
nearby street light—or a tiny tear in your covering—can ruin your 
plans. Even the light of a match affects some plants.

Not very salable be- 
cause of its size and age, it was well 
worth the price. Besides, there was 
almost an acre of ground with the 
place. 

Even before the deed was ours, we 
had mentally converted the second 
floor into a three-room apartment. 
I'll confess we weren’t spurred by 
any humanitarian impulse to shelter 
the homeless. We felt that the in- 
come from the apartment would be a 
big help in paying off the mortgage. 

Our fun started with stripping off 
the maze of dust-catching fretwork. 
As we applied liberal amounts of 
paint and wallpaper, our home- 
with-apartment began to take shape. 

We had some dark moments, of 
course. One of these moments lasted 
nearly three months, while we wait- 
ed for a downstairs bathtub. When it 
did arrive, we swore never again to 
take that beautiful, gleaming thing 
for granted. 


Bui don’t let me frighten you. 
That was when things were really 
hard to get. Now it isn’t quite so 
much of a trick to locate these things 
if you’re making another living unit 
available. 

The role of landlord was new to 
us. Two things we agreed on: First, 
itwould be simpler to take care of all 
the utilities—heat, lights, gas, and 
water—ourselves. Second, we would 
rent the apartment unfurnished. We 
felt that people who had their own 
furniture and linens would be less 
likely to move. (Frequent moving in 
and out is hard on the apartment 
itself, and on the owner’s nerves. ) 

And now the most important step 
of all—ch, osing tenants! 

It was a particular business, this 
selecting p ople who were to live in 
the same house with us. Certainly 
We wouldn't rent to anyone who 
Wasn't scrupulously clean and rea- 
Sonably healthy, ~ 

Further, we realized that it was 
only sensib|« to find people who had 
the same < andards that we have. 
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We demanded references and were 
ready to furnish them ourselves. 

Then one day Sara and Bob rang 
our doorbell! We knew immediately 
they would be ideal tenants. They 
were congenial and _ considerate. 
Like us, they liked to have guests, 
but weren’t given to all-night parties 
or family quarreling. They agreed 
that people who share a house must 
show consideration for the other 
family. 

We had been somewhat dubious 
about renting to people with chil- 
dren. Neither of us had voiced our 
qualms because it seemed pretty 
cruel. But it was in our home—an 
upstairs apartment, at that. Natu- 
rally, we were more than pleased 
when we rented it to a childless 
couple like Sara and Bob. 

It was just a trifle disconcerting 
when, a few months later, we learned 
that there would soon be a third 
party upstairs. But since he’s arrived 
we think he’s wonderful! Even his 
occasional crying doesn’t bother us. 

When more houses are available, 
and Sara and Bob leave our apart- 
ment for a home of their own, I’m 
afraid I'll cry like a baby myself. 

(When they do go, we plan to 
have the kitchenette repapered for 
the sewing room I’ve always dreamed 
of. Its pantry shelves will be handy 
for patterns and buttons and a 
length or two of gay print. And, 
needless to say, an extra bathroom 
is always convenient.) 

It seems to me that here lies a 
partial solution to the housing short- 
age. I speak firsthand from our own 
rich experience of the past year. And 
I have seen the same arrangement 
work for my parents and for some 
friends of ours.

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Meet the folks in Newburgh who’ve had 
it since 1939, Here’s what they like about 


it, and what they’d like to see improved

Tuts is the story of television a la 
Newburgh. An intriguing, more-or- 
less imminent mystery to most of 
America, television is old stuff to 
residents of this typical New York 
community, 54 miles up the Hudson. 

Several hundred Newburgh fam- 
ilies have been watching telecasts on 
their own receivers since 1939. And, 
like the parents of many a 7-year- 
old, they no longer think television 
is cute. They’re fond of it, wouldn’t 
give it up for anything, but they do 
wish this television kid would grow 
up a little faster. They’ve got to the 
stage of mild complaint. 

They have a gripe about televi- 
sion channels, for instance. You 
learn about channels, just as you 
learned about tuning a radio, fairly 
early in the television game. In the 
past seven years, Newburgher'ss have 
had their sets changed three times. 
The last change, to accommodate 
what they call the whims of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, “snowed up” their screens with 
FM interference. They don’t like 
that. It’s worse than automobile 
ignition, which is annoying, too, 
because it blurs the screen. 

They also want something done 
about Mount Beacon, a 1,400-foot 
hump that interferes with New- 
burgh’. television reception. Because 
telecasts travel in straight lines, un-

like radio, Mount Beacon breaks up 
the programs from Schenectady and 
even weakens the telecasts from New 
York City. Somebody should install 
a relay point on Mount Beacon, say 
Newburghers. 


Mavyse you’d better make a note 
of these gripes, to compare with 
your own about five years from now 
when you, too, are living in the 
television age. Or you can compare 
them now with your complaints on 
radio back in the early 1920’s. 

Television came to Newburgh on 
a practical test basis late in 1939, 
The area was chosen because New- 
burgh was an average community 
in an area that should have average 
reception problems. Between 400 
and 500 sets were sold and installed 
at a special price. More than half 
the sets were bought by taverns a 4d 
other amusement places, but enough 
went into private homes to provide 
a cross-section test. It’s worth noting 
that seven years later you can’t buy 
a secondhand television receiver in 
Newburgh; the owners won’t part 
with them, at least not until they 
can get postwar sets.

You 
would never take it for a television 
town, if you were expecting some- 
thing special. But if you look closely 
you see freakish-looking television 
antennas here and there, open grids 
that might be huge necktie racks. 

You drop in at a tavern; there is 
a small crowd around a television 
screen over in a corner. They’re 
watching a baseball game. One 
“spectator” asks the proprietor, 
“Say, Fred, when are you going to 
get a big set, so we can see it in the 
back? This pitcher-catcher stuff is 
lousy from here !”’ 

And Fred shrugs his shoulders. 
“The big sets ain’t out yet. What 
d’you want for nothin’?”’ 


\ OU watch. All you can see is one 
section of the diamond, with the 
pitcher, the batter, the catcher, the 
plate umpire. The batter bunts, and 
the scene follows him to first base. 
The next batter hits a long fly and 
the scene follows the ball to the out- 
fielder, then whips back to third 
base for the play there. 

You get your play piecemeal. 
Some of the fans don’t like it that 
way. It’s better with football, they 
say, where the play is confined to a 
smaller area. Tennis is good. But 
boxing and wrestling are best of all.

Ti \E fans at the tavern watch for a 
while, then some drift out, new ones 
come in, They can take television or 
leave it alone; they’ve seen it before. 

You go to a home in the evening. 
After dinner the man of the house 
looks up the television schedule and 
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turns on the set—turns it to tele- 
vision, rather, for it has been picking 
up a conventional radio newscast. 
That’s one thing about Newburgh’s 
sets—they have a good radio recep- 
tion as well as television. Low-priced 
postwar receivers will be strictly 
television. And the tonal quality of 
those at Newburgh is notably good, 
so they are ideal as record players. 


Tue television program comes on 
from New York. This is a play, with 
live actors. It comes in unusually 
well, the visitor thinks, as he watches 
the 9- by 12-inch screen. But the 
master of the house fiddles with the 
controls. He says the image is 
“milky,” that the occasional slight 
blur shouldn’t be there. He blames 
FM interference and Mount Bea- 
con for that. Then a new blur travels 
across the screen, not bad, but no- 
ticeable, and the man at the con- 
trols says it’s interference from a car 
going down the street. “It’s a 
Dodge,” he observes. 

The play is interesting, but scarce- 
ly exciting. An 11-year-old asks, 
“Any movies on tonight, Dad?” 

“No movies tonight, son.” 

The lad sniffs. “Can we go down 
and play table tennis?” he asks. 


He AND his 13-year-old brother 
go down to the game room. Neither 
of them is thrilled by television; 
neither has a very clear memory of 
the time when there wasn’t a tele- 
vision set in the living room. They 
walk out on a good many routine 
telecasts, but they seldom miss sports 
events. Thursday nights are their 
special times, for then the Quiz Kids 
are on the screen, and a Western 
movie or two, besides. It may be 
noteworthy that these youngsters 
don’t go to more than a dozen out- 
side movies a year. [Turn to page 28

You watch the television screen 
for perhaps an hour, and then you 
begin to talk and before you realize 
it you aren’t watching the screen at 
all. You talk about television, asking 
questions that make these people 
smile, for television is old stuff to 
your hosts. 


From these people and others 
who have had television for seven 
years you get a picture of tomorrow. 

How often do they listen—you 
catch yourself and use their word: 
“watch.” Well, not every day, nec- 
essarily. They make a note of good 
programs, listed in advance. Just 
now there are no regular all-day 
programs; there are only a few hours 
in the evening, with occasional 
special telecasts during the day. 

How about news telecasts? “I’d 
rather listen to regular radio news- 
casts,” one man says. “Early in the 
war there were telecasts with maps, 
which were interesting. But there’s 
no particular thrill watching some 
commentator mouth his words.” 
And another says, “I don’t like to 
see a face over there talking at me 
and making me feel embarrassed if 
I go wandering around the room.” 

What do they think of televised 
plays and music? The acting is gen- 
erally good, but there is sharp dif- 
ference of opinion about the quality 
of the plays. Musicals get more of a 
hand than straight drama because 
the dramas they get are not top- 
drawer. Orchestra concerts have a 
strong appeal. People not only listen, 
but they like to watch the conductor. 
Dance music is popular, too; most 
of the name bands put on something 
of a show, and the girl singers are 
easy to look at. 

How about telecast movies? Most 
of them are better than much of the 
live drama that is being telecast. 

Has television taken the place of 
the local theater for these television 
families? One family says yes, it 
hasn’t been to a movie in five years. 
Another says no, it still goes regu- 
larly. 


Doss television replace one’s 
reading? One professional man says 
yes. He used to read for relaxation; 
now he watches television. Others 
say no. 

What has television done to New- 
burgh home life? Several families say 
it has strengthened home ties, that 
home is the entertainment center 
once more. Youngsters bring their 
friends in, instead of going out. 
Parents like to stay at home, par- 
ticularly when there are special tele- 
casts. Friends drop in for “the show.” 

One man even complains, “My 
brother-in-law thinks my house is a 
movie theater. He calls up to see 
what’s on, comes over frankly to 
watch the telecast; when it’s over he 
just gets up and walks out without 
even saying good night.”” And another 
adds, “‘I’ll sure be glad when sets 
are available again. Then maybe 
some of our friends will buy one, so 
we can have a home again, instead of 
a public hall.” 

Right now television homes are 
overrun, and not always by invita- 
tion, when special everts are tele- 
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vised. The night of the Louis-Conn 
fight you could tell which New- 
burghers had television simply by 
counting the cars out front and the 
crowds in living rooms. Hyman 
Shapiro, who sold most of the sets in 
the area, had 35 people in his living 
room watching the fight. “And,” 
he sighs, “I’m not sure yet which 
ones were invited.” 


How do television programs com- 
pare with conventional radio? The 
two are hard to compare, because 
television is almost entirely non- 
commercial thus far, and many of 
the programs are experimental. On 
the whole, tho, Newburghers believe 
television is of better quality. What 
they want is more of it, and less ex- 
perimental material. They admit 
that the war delayed things—tele- 
casts were sharply curtailed—but 
they think it’s high time for postwar 
advances to materialize. 

How about service for their sets? 
The best answers come from the re- 
pairmen, because the set owners 
simply say, “We haven’t had any 
particular trouble.” Johnny Smith, 
one of the best of the repairmen, had 
prewar experience and worked on 
electronics during the war. Johnny 
says television sets are no harder to 
service than a good radio. 


Tue big replacement item is the 
cathode tube, or kinescope, which 
costs around $75. That’s too much, 
the repairmen agree. With thou- 
sands of similar tubes made for 
radar during the war, the price 
should come down. But of all the 
sets in the area, only four or five 
have needed kinescope replace- 
ments in seven years, so that can’t 
be considered too great a financial 
hazard, even at present prices. As 
for cost of operation, television uses 
about half a kilowatt an hour, less 
than a nickel’s worth of electricity 
an evening at average rates. 

Newburghers don’t think of them- 
selves as television guinea pigs. They 
don’t even talk television unless they 
are prompted. It no longer has any 
novelty for them; it is accepted as 
completely as the rest of us accept 
conventional radio. They have their 
minor gripes, just as we complain 
about diathermy machines or thun- 
derstorm static or unshielded igni- 
tion interference in our car radios. 
They have reached the critical stage, 
where they want better reception 
and better programs. 

Hundreds, probably thousands, 
who got acquainted with television 
in taverns and other public places 
would like to have it in their own 
homes. When new sets are available, 
there will be a scramble for them as 
well as for secondhand ones. Price is 
going to be a factor, certainly. But 
quality of reception will be an even 
more important one to those who 
now own television receivers. They 
are skeptical of a $150 set; such a 
receiver, they say, won’t give you 4 
strong enough signal for a good pic- 
ture unless you’re right on top of a 
telecast station. And without a g 
picture, what have you? Just an- 
other radio, they say ruefully. And 
radio is old stuff. In Newburgh, it is.

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Two Army Chaplains Discuss: 


Military Traming tor Your Son?

Captain Kennedy last winter returned to 
civilian life as pastor of the Associate 
Reformed Presbyterian Church at Cam- 
den, Alabama, after nearly three years’ 
duty as chaplain with the 102nd Evac- 
uation Hospital, whose 30,000 admis- 
sions totaled largest of any 400-bed tent 
hospital operating only in western 
Europe. During the Battle of the Bulge 
the 102nd handled 8,000 cases, one- 
fourth of all casualties. A graduate of 
Erskine and Princeton Seminaries, Cap- 
tain Kennedy won the Bronze Star for 
service in France, Belgium, Luxembourg, 
and Germany. Better Homes & Gardens 
does not endorse all of Captain hennedy’s 
charges against the army, but presents them as the observations of a vigorously 
outspoken critic who has earned the right.to be heard. 


‘ee ONLY possible justification for compulsory military 
training for our teen-age boy is national necessity. Unless it 
can be shown conclusively that military training is essential 
for the preservation of the peace and the protection of our 
shores, the arguments for it are vicious and false. 

If the question is simply whether or not a year of military 
life is good for a boy, the answer must be a decisive, unequiv- 
ocal ‘‘No.”? Whatever good he may derive is overbalanced by 
what he loses and by the positive injury he may suffer. 

He loses a year of schooling, or a year of work and training. 
At an immature and impressionable age, he loses a year of 
home and community and church influences. In the stead of 
these he is plunged into a rough life, liberally sprinkled with 
rude associates, where he is under the control of petty auto- 
crats. In many cases these are the most stupid and un- 
worthy exemplars he could have. 

The feeling of service men of World War II toward the 
army is indication of what it does to a man. Few of them 
questioned the necessity of their being drafted. But even 
fewer liked the experience they lived thru or the treatment 
they endured. Many of them came out hating the army 
and ashamed of the life they had led init. Few of them could 
honestly claim that they were better men, or boys, for their 
army experience. 

I recall interviews with scores of men who expressed very 
frankly their feelings toward the life they had been forced to 
live in the army. A few liked it. The average man definitely 
disliked military life but was willing to tolerate it for the 
duration. A high percentage actively hated it. The stories 
they told ranged from petty humiliations, which they en- 
dured, to sheer tragedy. There were many revealing inci- 
dents and personal stories. | Turn to page 168

@ Says Colonel Philip J. Newman 


Colonel Newman was priest of Catholic 
parishes in Springfield (Illinois) Diocese 
and a National Guard chaplain before re- 
porting for active duty in 1941. He went 
ashore early at Leyte and Okinawa, 
wrote the article below between treat- 
ments at Walter Reed Hospital for a 
heart condition suffered in Korea. Better 
Homes & Gardens does not agree with all 
of Colonel Newman’s views, but offers 
them as the culmination of a long career in 
the priesthood, preceded by experience in 
private business. and studies at Quincy 
College and Kendrick Seminary, and 
experience in two wars—as an enlisted 
man in France in 1918, and as chaplain 
of the 33rd Division and 24th Corps in World War II. Like Captain Kennedy, 
Colonel Newman was awarded the Bronze Star. 





‘be AMERICAN army is a place of very little sham. 
Either a man has it—or he hasn’t. 

If he lacks character and fortitude, he is soon found out. 
If he has them, a year in the service will shape and sharpen 
his natural endowment as no other experience in life. 

That’s why I favor a year of compulsory military training 
for American youth, not on a mere close-to-home R.O.T.C. 
or National Guard basis, but in the actual crucible of army 
life. 

Fifteen years as clergyman, five of them as a chaplain, have 
convinced me that the army does build men! I’ve seen it work 
—time after time—often enough to know that these con- 
victions are far more than the echo of recruiting slogans. 

America’s young men are the best possible material for 
building an alert and vigorous citizenry. A year of army 
training will awaken them to responsibility for clear thinking, 
and prepare them for leadership at home and in the world. 

International politics is still a poker game. If we’re going 
to call anyone’s bluff, we’d better hold a good hand. We told 
Japan to stay out of Manchuria, Mussolini to stay out of 
Ethiopia, Hitler to stay out of Poland, but we lacked the 
cards—the army and a fully.awakened public—to back up 
our demands. So we paid a tremendous price to halt aggres- 
sion and restore the peace. 

From the cry that went up over the “teen-age draft,”’ it’s 
obvious that it has many opponents. So did the preparations 
for meeting each international crisis before Pearl Harbor. 

I remember one morning in early August of 1945. I had 
just returned from the scarred hills of Okinawa, and Don, 
the father of three husky lads, and I were sitting on his front 
porch discussing the job of winding up the war with Japan.

You will notice trend is greatest toward a general 
declaration of independence from dull colors and pat- 
terns with little personality. New colors are clear and 
frank under the i ence of light modern woods. For 
darker traditional woods, you’ll find ‘“‘wood tones”— 
colors especially blended to flatter maple or walnut or 
mahogany. 

Youll be seeing new ideas in prints, too. Animal motifs, 
larger and bolder plaids, freehand designs that are play- 
ful and informal. Florals are bigger in scale with large 
expanses of clear, open background. Textured fabrics are 
nubbier, some with self-patterns woven in. 

Before you make a final selection, it’s a good idea to 
take home swatches of fabric, samples of wallpaper and 
paint. Look at them in their future setting by both day- 
light and night lighting. Plan your whole room before 
you buy the first yard or roll or gallon.

Hand-blocked print, left, uses new “‘wood tone’’ 
red background that complements dark maple fur- 
niture and plywood paneling. Peasant horses and 
birds in this print have a simplicity typical of 
today’s new patterns. Such patterns bring a modern 
playfulness into Early American rooms as shown 
here. Sofa stripe combines all room’s colors: red 
from draperies, yellow from chair, green from ac- 
cessories. Walls and rug pick up beige detail of 
draperies.

These big black ponies, posed on an uncluttered 
white ground, are typical of today’s trend.

To give importance to the pattern and avoid chop- 
ping up the wall color, we painted the dado of the room to match 
the soft-gray background of the paper. Draperies and chair seats

Drapery pattern is typical of the trend to large florals and open 
backgrounds. Pint-sized version, which we’ve used on the bed at 
right, maintains the same feeling of spaciousness. With these two 
you can have variety in your room without changing the subject. 
Dressing-table skirt is same sheer net as glass curtains, draped over 
a white underskirt. Nubby slipcover copies yellow from drapery’s 
roses. Mixed by new methods, green wall paint matches leaves 
perfectly.

Candy canes, widely spaced on strong blue background, are 
twice as effective as old, huddled-together wallpaper motifs. Red 
and white stripes are natural companions for this paper.

This period 
takes best to subtle, dignified patterns, tho you 
might consider a large floral with an open back- 
ground. You'll find, too, that dull-finished fab- 
rics give your period pieces a slightly modern 
look, without offending their dignity. 


DON’T—place subtle, grayed colors or formal 
traditional patterns in a group of modern furni- 
ture .. . it shrinks behind drabness. 

po—feel free to go vivid in color, imaginative 
in pattern. You'll find out-of-scale patterns with 
geometric or animal motifs to give modern pieces 
the gay company they need. Strong colors will 
enhance their light woods. 


DON’T—go astray with oversize patterns or 
stark modern colors for French Provincial room. 
pO—remember this is an informal, peasant 
period which finds subtle checks and plaids be- 
coming, loves dainty detail in its patterns.

S, YOU think the earth is solid! 

There’s scarcely a state in this nation but 
boasts at least one cave. In many states, vast 
areas are literally honeycombed with intri- 
cate underground passageways, on not just 
one level, but several, each miles long. In 
Kentucky’s venerable Mammoth Cave 150 
miles of such passageways have been ex- 
plored, and you can go boat-riding five levels 
down, as far below the earth’s surface as a 
33-story building rises above it. 

You eat lunch 750 feet down in Carlsbad 
Caverns, New Mexico’s giant. When you 
visit Carlsbad next year, or the next, you will 
be introduced to a new level, twice as deep

Left: The wonderland awaiting you underground was, at the very least, 
25,000 years in the decorating. In the Caverns of Luray, Virginia, the 
rainbow set the color scheme, and pure limestone, above, white as freshly 
frozen milk, sparkling like new snow, supplied the dazzling accent 
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in the earth. Carlsbad’s “Big Room’’ alone 
is 4,000 feet long by 600 feet wide, under a 
300-foot ceiling dramatically hung with 
café-au-lait icicles. 

And it is yet to be established whether or 
not the new cave recently discovered in the 
Guadalupe Mountains, 12 miles south of 
Carlsbad, is a cave on its own, or merely a 
Carlsbad wing. There is reason to suspect 
that the necklace of caves gracing Virginia’s 
Shenandoah Valley may be part of an all- 
out honeycomb extending all the way to the 
Smokies in North Carolina and Tennessee. 
Russell Trail Neville, today’s leading “cave 
man,” has proved it possible for a human 
being to travel 5,000 miles underground! 

Cave-exploring is one of man’s oldest oc- 
cupations. But what was originally a house- 
hunt is today a cult. Some people climb

mountains for fun. Others find theirs squirm- 
ing thru the bowels of the earth. Enthusiasts 
have even banded together, as in the Na- 
tional Society of Speldunkers—from the 
Greek word for cave, if you please—whose 
diversion it is to gird themselves with ropes, 
flashlights, and tinned food, pick a good un- 
explored cave, and see how far they can 
penetrate without getting lost.

iB TAKES foresight and resourcefulness to undertake an extensive 
exterior remodeling. Possessing both, plus the ability to take their time, 
the Merion Richardsons of Akron, Ohio, wrought a transformation. 
But they didn’t do it overnight. With Architect Roy G. Firestone they 
planned the whole project in advance. Their purpose: to keep the home 
they had, but attire it in more modern clothes, and make it as much in 
style in 1946 as it was in 1906. They planned circumspectly. Then 
they remodeled in stages—and took nine unhurried years to do it. 
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The major alteration to this house, without a wall being changed, was a shift 
in accent from vertical to horizontal, achieved by toning down all roof and 
corner lines, and accenting clapboards.

Youu that’s right! You spend four months 
every year flat on your back (assuming you 
sleep eight hours a day) . . . and the kind of 
sleep you get has much to do with the health 
and energy you enjoy the other eight 
months. So the mattresses and springs in 
your household are truly important! 

“I sleep like a log!’—True or false? 
Actually, observers tell us, nobody sleeps 
like a log. We turn from 20 to 45 times dur- 
ing the night, the body constantly seeking 
new positions that will bring rest to every 
nerve and muscle. A mattress should be level 
and resilient enough to enable you to turn 
and twitch as you will and yet. adequately 
support every portion of your body, Only 
the proper type will provide that feeling of 
well-being and relaxation so inviting to 
slumber. . 

A mattress should be well constructed of 
quality materials to prevent the formation of 
“unhappy hollows,” which prevent com- 
Plete relaxation and rest. Beyond this gen- 
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eral rule, comfort is an individual thing. 
What suits you to a T may bring restless 
nights to Junior. There are some who like to 
sink down into a mattress, who yearn for the 
downy type of comfort found in the old- 
fashioned feather bed. Others, Spartan fel- 
lows, prefer to sleep soundly right on top. So 
bring the family along when you’re buying 
bedding. Let each member select the mat- 
tress for his bed by testing it himself. The 
best test is, of course, to stretch out full 
length—if your inhibitions will permit. 

There are three basic types of mattress: 
innerspring, solid pad, filled with cotton, 
hair or kapok, and foam rubber. 


Innerspring—Regardless of make, all in- 
nerspring mattresses have the same basic 
construction—spring unit, insulation, pad- 
ding or upholstery, and ticking. Differences 
in comfort and wearing qualities come from 
type of spring unit, quality of materials used, 
method of construction, insulation, and up- 
holstery. Because these things are not visible 
your best protection is to buy from a repu- 
table store. :

ity, which depends also on construction. In 
the “open coil” type of construction a small- 
er number of large’ coils are used. There 
may be as many as 400 or as few as 180. 
Generally speaking, the more coils the more 
comfort altho, again, the quality of wire, 
the number of turns in the coil, the degree of 
flexibility, and the way the coils are joined 
together—whether by horizontal spiral coils 
or by wire—will determine the degree of 
comfort. An innerspring with fewer than 180 
coils, however, is’ definitely unsatisfactory. 

In the “closed coil” type of innerspring 
many small coils in individual muslin pock- 
ets are placed side by side. The advantage 
lies in the fact that every square inch of your 
body is supported by highly sensitive springs 
that respond individually to every move- 
ment while neighboring coils are not af- 
fected. The minimum number of coils for 
satisfactory comfort in this type of mattress 
is about 500—while one of the country’s 
finest, most luxurious mattresses uses about 
850. (These coil counts are for double-bed 
size.)

J UST to talk of tulips brings the feel of spring sunshine, the ~ 
robins’ cheerful chatter, and visions of clean sweet cups of color | 
swaying ever so slightly along the edge of the lawn. 

For tulips next spring, we must plan and plant this fall. Thel 
supply of bulbs is the largest in years. 

Now, planting tulips is like making a salad—it’s those extra 
touches that count. It’s what we grow with our tulips that sets of | 
their pretty cups and, in the end, gives the impression that we’ve ~ 
many more tulips than we actually planted. Some of these flatter- 
ing settings—the shrubs—will already be in place when we plant — 
our tulip bulbs this fall.

8 HOUSTON, Texas, the largest private- 
ly financed housing development in the his- 
tory of the United States is under way. The 
Frank W. Sharp Organization is building 
5,333 homes on 1,323 acres of land, an un- 
dertaking involving an investment of some 
$37,000,000. Homes to sell for about $6,700 
are being finished at the rate of 20 per day, 
and by September, 1947, the development 
will house 25,000 persons. 

In San Lorenzo, California, near San 
Francisco, the David D. Bohannon Organi- 
zation is expanding San Lorenzo Village. 
During the summer of 1944, the first 633 
units in the village were completed at the 
rate of one every 45 minutes. With three 
bedrooms and all utilities, they were—and 
still are—good shelter for $6,000. 

Those are extreme examples, to be sure. 
But they are symbolic of the work of a new 
giant in the home-construction field, the 
operative builder. To a nation living in 
trailers, garages, pup-tents, chicken coops, 
and doubled up with in-laws, the operative 
builder offers the least expensive way of 
getting a lot of low- and medium-priced 
homes in a hurry. 


Waar is an operative builder? Actually, 
he’s a promoter, builder, co-ordinator, and 
salesman, neatly bundled into one. He buys 
a big chunk of land out where prices are low, 
Cuts it up into lots, wheedles and bulldozes 
authorities into installing utilities (or does it 
himself), builds houses which sometimes 
look like peas out of the same pod, and 
rounds up willing customers. He. offers a 
roof that won’t blow off, a price well under 
that of the conventional builder, and per- 
haps a new grocery store around the corner. 

He’s something of a phenomenon, this 
Operative builder. Even before the war, he 
had become “the strongest single force’”’ in 
America’s home-building picture. In 1940, 
he filed 50 percent of all F.H.A. applications. 
In 1941, when the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
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As little builders grow big. and big builders 





studied housing in 11 defense centers, it 
found only 6.2 percent of all builders had 
erected more than 10 homes apiece. But 
that 6.2 percent accounted for 56 percent of 
all the homes that were built. 

Since the war ended, more and more little 
builders have saved, begged, or borrowed 
funds to apply the “know-how” of operative 
building, acquired on war-housing projects. 
They’re constantly searching for means of 
building faster and cheaper, because speed 
and volume measure their success. But they 
avoid the costly, time-consuming experi- 
mentation inherent in prefabricated and 
factory-built homes whose shining promise, 
for most home-seekers, still lies in the some- 
what misty future. 


OPERATIVE-BUILT homes usually ap- 
pear only in urban centers, where volume 
demand exists. But that doesn’t mean the 
operative builder must turn out a house-an- 
hour in a thousand-home development. 
Beyond a project of, say, 40 or 50 homes, 
the economy of mass production tends to 
evaporate in zooming overhead. And the 
techniques of operative building have pro- 
duced striking results on projects of only 20 
homes. 

For you, as a prospective buyer, the op- 
erative-built house has both advantages and 
disadvantages. Credits bulk largest in the 
low-price field, where cost and availability 
are determining factors. Debits, on the other 
hand, will cause the man who wants a castle- 
on-the-hill (and can afford it) to look else- 
where. 

But is there such a thing as a “low-cost 
home” on the market today? Frankly, no. 
There won’t be until building materials are 
plentiful, until workers are seeking work, 
until competition forces price down to its 
traditional place near production cost. For 
peak efficiency, the big builder must have 
the 40,000 items that go into the average 
house instantly available, with well-or-

ganized crews ready to drop them into place. 

When that Utopia is reached, the opera- 
tive builder will be able to trim 20 or 25 
percent from the custom-built cost of your 
house; that is, give you $10,000 worth for 
less than $8,000. Some authorities think he 
can slash costs one-third. In the meantime, 
he’s providing more house for your money 
than any competitor. 

But the operative builder won’t cater to 
your personal tastes. He builds to satisfy the 
average requirements of a particular price 
class, avoiding most ‘‘advanced”’ features 
which boost costs rapidly and sometimes 
limit marketability. 


Tuat is the one big disadvantage. In many 
operative-built communities, each home 
closely resembles dozens, and perhaps hun- 
dreds, around it. The big builder shaves 
costs by c ncentrating on two or three sim- 
ple floor plans. He may use a dozen varia- 
tions in exterior elevation and finish, how- 
ever, and individuality can be achieved

For the first time as a nation, we’re 
becoming conscious of our rich heritage 
of folk songs, exceeding in number and 
variety that of any other country, ac- 
cording to Burl Ives, the famous min- 
strel. Burl has sung these songs, all over 
the country, since he was 5, to anyone 
who would listen; of recent: years to 
the swank and sophisticated audiences 
of large cities. 

“Country folk have kept the old songs 
alive,” he told me. “But city people are 
learning to love them now, too.” 

Increasing numbers of motion pic- 
tures are based on folklore. Burl no 
more than completed “‘Smoky,” his first 
picture, than he began another for Walt 
Disney. Networks are featuring more 
hillbillies. Witness NBC’s Grand Ole 
Opry, from Nashville, the National 
Barn Dance from Chicago, and Colum- 
bia’s rustic Renfro Valley offering. 
Record companies are struggling to 
keep up with the demand for folk discs. 
But more significant, our composers are 
turning to their own country for source 
material, a trend started by Anton 
Dvorak in his New World Symphony. 
Just recently Roy Harris wrote a folk- 
song symphony. 


STILL the impression is hard to down 
—that America has no folk music of 
its own. 

*“Whoever started that rumor,” said 
Burl, “was probably looking at this 
country from the east side of the Hudson 
River. I took three years to get the feel 
of it, bummed thru every state but two. 
We have the music, and have saved a 
large part of it, thanks to the untiring 
efforts of John A. Lomax, Howard 
Brockway, and scores of others. 

“Why, this country was built to sing. 
The Maine woodsman, the Minnesota 
reaper, gangs laying rails, canal boat

men, New Orleans dock hands—they 
all sang.” 

I asked Burl why folk songs were tak- 
ing hold in the cities. 

“‘Because city people want something 
real,”’ he wenton. “They’re getting bored 
with screen glamour and soap opera. 
American folk songs are bits of life in 
the raw and not as Hollywood or Tin 
Pan Alley sees it. The girls don’t have 
perfect teeth and swank apartments. 
They wear homespun, know how to 
swing an ax and tote a gun. In the early 
days, life wasn’t any too pretty. It was 
tough going. The men were hard work- 
ers, hard drinkers, and straight shooters. 
But they’re all real. 


“THESE songs,’ continued Ives, “are 
based on dramas of everyday life, actual 
happenings, not dreamed-up situations. 
Folks like them because they feel a kin- 
ship with their own lives in them. They 
sing them to vent their feelings. The 
Negro slaves found relief in the spiritual; 
the cowboy sang to mitigate his loneli- 
ness and to quiet his cattle; the share- 
cropper aired his grievances against the 
boll weevil; the woodsman sang to take 
the tedium out of toil. The need for 
emotional release is just as great today, 
only we get it in a different way. Instead 
of taking down the old guitar, we turn 
on the radio or go to the movies. But 
there have always been enough people 
with guitars to keep the folk songs alive, 
and they’re still being made up 4 
sung.” 

Burl picked up his guitar and 
strummed a few notes. “A guitar is like 
someone you love,”’ he said. “‘You ca® 
hold it close and feel its heart beat. Dur 
ing the war, G.I.’s wanted guitars mor 
than any other instrument. It’s the 1 
ditional instrument of the folk singet.

Old-Fashioned Hot Potato Salad 


HOT POTATO SALAD. Cook potatoes in their jackets urftil just tender. 
We’re cutting the time by using a pressure saucepan. Drain thoroly. 
Peel. For 8 cooked, sliced or diced potatoes, fry 5 slices bacon crisp. 
Chop bacon. To the fat add 1 tablespoon enriched flour; gradually 
stir in 44 cup water and 4 cup mild vinegar.

1 Li you can know the thrill of having 


a shiny new range in your kitchen. Busy as 
manufacturers have been, converting from 
weapons of war to home equipment, you'll 
still find some surprises along with all of the 


excellent features which have been incor- 
porated in electric ranges thru years of re- 
search and use. 

Such is the variety of models offered to 
you who want a new electric range, you'll be 
able to find the one for your kitchen. 

There are ranges incorporating standard 
to de luxe features, but all with the basic 
excellence of operation and construction. 
One company is offering a range which can 
be built into kitchen fixtures in separate 


parts . . . the surface units located where 
they are most convenient, the oven at waist 
level if that’s where you’d like it. For busy 
hostesses and large families, there are ranges 
with six surface units, two ovens. There are 
spacesaving models, the equal of the larger 


ranges in operation and construction, for 


the small kitchens. 


Surface Units 


First, they’re fast! And a wide range of 
heats on each unit lets you choose the best 
and most economical heat for each type of 
cooking, whether it be making French fries, 
stewing a chicken, or making a pan of fudge. 
The same control setting always provides 
the same measured heat. Here is precision 
cooking! 


Surface units on some models have five 
heats, some six, some seven. On some there 
are intermediate positions between the five 
main positions, giving great flexibility. 

There are two unit sizes to accommodate 
different utensils. Sketches (next column) 
show various arrangements of surface units. 
On some ranges the four units may be 
grouped at the right; on others, at the left. 
The remaining space is handy work surface. 
Two units may be grouped at each end 
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with work surface between—convenient if 
yours is a mother-and-daughter kitchen. 
You and assistant cook can both work with- 
out jostling. One manufacturer arranges 
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the units in a row across the back of the 
range, so pans and their handles will be out 
of reach of tiny, inquisitive hands. 

Surface units on elec- 
tric ranges are self-clean- 
ing—any spilled food 
burns off with no harm to 
the unit. On some a drip 
pan below each unit slips 
out easily to be washed ‘like any kitchen 
utensil (see sketch). All have a larger drip 
pan which slides out below units. 
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Leeation of switches. Switches are on the 
back panel or on the front of the range below 
the cooking surface. One manufacturer 
mounts them on a recessed, inclined panel, 
so you won’t catch your apron pocket, and 
so you can read switches conveniently. The 
easy-to-grip knobs are clearly marked, so 
you can tell exactly what unit you’ll turn on! 

For some there is a telltale light on the 
back panel to remind you a unit has been 
left on. Others are individually lighted 
(when the switch is turned on, the heat 
position in use is illuminated). On some the 
light will increase or decrease in intensity 
with the heat used. Or, on one model, the 
lights will go thru a color change to indicate 
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cooking speeds—a different color for each 
switch position. 

Another manufacturer has designed a 
switch so you can tell at a 
glance what cooking heat 
you are using, since only 
the heat position in use 
shows. Markings come 
into view as the dial is 
turned (see sketch). When all switches say 
“Off,” they form a straight line across the 
top. : 





Types of surface units. Today’s ranges may 
use a flat tubular unit, fast and efficient, or 
the ring type, consisting of a heating ele- 
ment enclosed in two or three smooth, flat- 
top concentric rings. On some units the 
inner ring alone may be heated for smaller 
utensils. The open-coil type is mounted with 
ceramic supports. 





In some models, units have been raised 
about one-eighth inch above the range sur- 
face. This allows clearance between bottom 
of utensil and range and reduces danger of 
crazing finish when pan is slightly larger 
than the unit. 

One range laboratory is working on a 
revolutionary type of surface cooking unit 
developed by research engineers. A super- 
charger “‘over-energizes” the element with 
four times as much wattage as it would 
ordinarily have. In 35 to 40 seconds, red 
heat is obtained. A thermostat maintains 
the proper heat for all types of cooking from 
high heat to a warming heat for keeping 
foods hot, turns the unit off and on as may 
be necessary to maintain food at a pre- 
selected cooking temperature. Like that for 
French fries? If a utensil should boil dry, the 
thermostat cuts off the current. No damage 
results to pan or unit. The device also turns 
heat down when proper cooking tempera- 
ture is reached. This unit is still in the test 
stages and has not been incorporated in a 
range. 


Deep-Well Cooker 





Previously a de luxe feature on electric 
ranges, the well cooker has become so pop- 
ular you'll see it on nearly all models now. 
One test kitchen has counted 45 jobs the 
cooker will do... braising, simmering, deep- 
fat frying, steaming, sterilizing, warming, 
blanching for freezing. It’s ideal for pot 
roasts, baked beans, stews, soups, steamed 
breads and puddings . . . those favorite, 
homey foods which take long, gentle cooking. 
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Equipment provided with the cooker will 
vary with the range you buy. There may be 
inset pans, a trivet adjustable to different 
heights, a deep-fat frying basket. One man- 
ufacturer provides a rack for small-quantity 
baking in the cooker well. 

A variety of heats is provided (three, five, 
six, or seven, depending on the range you 
buy). Some switches have intermediate 
positions. Cooker capacity is usually five, six, 
or seven quarts. 

The deep-well cooker is Scotch with elec- 
tricity, gives you budget cooking. The unit 
in bottom of the well may be an open coil 
or an encased unit; or the coils may be 
wound around the sides of the well. On one 
range the unit in the well can be raised to 
the surface where it locks into place auto- 
matically and may be used as a surface unit! 

One manufacturer supplies an electric 
saucepan, 24% quarts, which operates on the 
same principle as a deep-well cooker. 


Oven and Broiler 


Precision ovens you want and precision 
ovens you get in the new electric ranges. 
They are scientifically constructed to give 
uniform heat distribution. Heavily insu- 
lated, equipped with speed units, some will 
take as little as nine minutes’ worth of elec- 
tricity out of an hour for most baking and 
roasting. 

There are two heating units in the electric 
oven, one in the top and one in the bottom. 
The top unit is used for broiling. For fast 
preheating, both top and bottom are used. 
Once the temperature is reached, only the 
bottom unit remains in operation and, in 
some ovens, a small section of the top unit. 
Units may be the open coil or tubular type. 
Both oven units slip out, leaving smooth sur- 
faces and rounded corners for easy cleaning. 











One manufacturer converts the larger 
oven to a smaller, speedier oven by moving 
the bottom unit up to a central position. The 
smaller space heats more quickly. Handy for 
a pan of biscuits, a pie, or an oven dinner. 

Every electric range has an oven thermo- 
stat, an automatic regulator which turns the 
current on and off to maintain the exact 
temperature you select. On many ranges, 
the switch which turns the oven on has been 
combined with the thermostat to make one 
simple operation. With a simple turn of the 
dial you turn on the electricity, and set the 
thermostat to the exact temperature you 
select. A signal light winks off to tell you 
when oven is preheated. The light goes on 
and off as the electricity automatically turns 
on and off to maintain required tempera- 
ture. For broiling, you simply turn the dial 
to “Broil.” 

Manufacturers have located the oven 
vent carefully to prevent staining of walls 
from oven steam. One has concealed the 


Vent, directing the steam between surface 
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units and the large drip tray. Another vents 
the oven thru one of the small surface units. 





Ovens are lighted, so 
you can really get a good 
peek! A light flashes on 
and off automatically 
when door is opened 
and closed. 














@ven deers are counterbalanced to lock 
when closed, to stay partly open during 
broiling. 





Shelves slide smoothly to 
a safety stop, won’t teeter. 
They stay level when 
pulled out yet can easily 
be removed for cleaning. 
Some ranges provide one 
flat shelf, one reversible, 
making different positions 
possible to accommodate 
various utensils. (See sketches.) 
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The broiler pan has be- 
come a combination broil- 
er-roaster, extra large and 
deep. You can use it for 
the suppertime hambur- 
gers or big holiday roasts. 
The wide surfaces of the 
grill shield the fat which drips into pan. 
Smokeless! The roomy pan keeps foods warm 
while the meat sizzles to juicy brownness. 
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A “V"-shaped rack to assure even roasting 
of meats and fowl is furnished by some man- 
ufacturers. With the three positions avail- 
able, it can be adjusted to the size of the 
roast. 

Since the top oven unit is used for broil- 
ing, you have the entire height of the oven 
for a variety of positions for the broiler pan. 
In some ranges, you can store the broiler 
pan in the top of a storage drawer. Special 
glides are provided. 

Some ovens have two broiling heats— 
one for large quantities and speedy charcoal- 
type broiling, the other a centered heat for 
small quantities and slower barbecue-type 
broiling. 





A barbecue even, in addition to the reg- 
ular oven, is featured by one manufacturer. 
It has just one unit in the top and can be 
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used for broiling and barbecuing large 
roasts—standing rib roasts, legs of lamb, 
whole hams, turkeys. (See sketch above.) 


An electric reaster is built into the work 
surface of one model. The roaster has an 
automatic temperature control, is used for 
small baking operations, oven meals, and 





for large roasts. Sketch shows roaster in use 
at left. At right, flat top for working space 
when roaster is not in use. 








Other Convenience Features 


Appliance outlets. On al! 
electric ranges there are 
one or more appliance 
outlets, so you can plug in = 
your mixer, toaster, or 
other appliance. 


The minute timer. Set it 
for any time up to 60 min- 
utes and it will warn you 
the potatoes are done, the 
cake’s ready to come out 
of the oven, or Junior can 
stop practicing now. On 
some ranges it is connect- 
ed with one of the ap- 

pliance outlets and will ne 
automatically turn off the coffee maker, for 
example, at the end of the time you specify. 





The eleek. Accurate time for the kitchen! 
And it will automatically turn the oven on 
and off, cooking a whole meal for absentee 
cooks. On some models it will also control 
the deep-well cooker or any appliance 
plugged in at the appliance outlet. 


A light is furnished on nearly all models. It 
is a gentle, well-diffused light, so you can 
work comfortably at the range. On some 
models, it will be fluorescent. 





Range steerage 
saves steps. On many 
ranges,the storagedrawers 
glide out smoothly on 
ball bearings. Some are 
tip-out style. On some 
models a drawer extends the full width of the 
range. One manufacturer has provided four 
half-shelves with six shelf positions in an 
extra-roomy compartment. One offers a 
utensil rack—for spoons and pancake turn- 
ers—for the door of the storage compart- 
ment. Another provides a lid rack. 





Warming compartment. Dishes will stay 
warm, food will stay hot.

Das your 2-year-old pull your 4-year-old’s hair? 
Are kicking and slapping the favorite indoor sports in 
your home? 

Some intra-family fighting is inevitable, but you 
can stop a lot of it before it ever starts. When your 
little angels seem more like demons, take a few minutes 
to figure out some of the possible causes. 

Are you fair? Too many parents put the blame on 
the older child every time. ““Why, Sally, you shouldn’t 
treat Tommy that way. He’s only a baby.” 

True, but Sally isn’t exactly grown-up herself. You 
can hardly expect her to stand by quietly while Tom- 
my tears her paper dolls or walks off with her crayons. 
She needs parental support to help her maintain what 
is rightfully hers. If you don’t come to her aid, she will 
obey an age-old instinct and go into battle alone to 
protect her property by force. 

Tommy is never too young to learn that Sally’s toys 
are sacred to Sally. After all, didn’t he learn to leave 
your lamps and vases alone? Let Sally know she can 
rely on you to come to her aid. Soon she will vol- 
untarily lend her treasures to Little Brother, confident 
that, should there be any difficulty, you will help her 
get them back. 

Hew about teys? Little Tommy should have inter- 
esting playthings of his own. If he doesn’t, he will nat- 
urally make a grab for Sally’s. Each child has a right 
to his own toys, and suitable new ones should be added 
as he grows. Consider toys not as luxuries, but as essen- 
tials to a child’s physical and emotional development. 

Some few things can be amicably shared. Brother and 
sister will be willing to take turns with the music box 
if that is one of the few things they own in common. 
But in the interests of peace each must have for his or 
her very own such basic toys as a doll, plenty of 
blocks, small cars and trains, color- and storybooks.

Boredom is intolerable to 
them. They will fill the vacuum with a quarrel if 
nothing else catches their interest. Try giving them 4 
new activity to replace the wrangling. It’s surprising 
how quickly peace will settle down on the household! 

Every time you recognize the cause of a battle, you 
can settle it and reduce the chances of another start- 
ing from the same grounds. 

If, in spite of all your careful handling, there is stil 
friction at times, don’t be discouraged. The children 
are probably enjoying these spats (even tho you 
aren’t!).

Kitchen Curtains 


... With That Professional Touch 


By Elise Weingarth 


Here are new frocks for those 
kitchen windows thatshinesobrightly 
after fall house cleaning. Make them 
yourself—you’ll be twice as proud 
of them. For a professional touch, 
add a piped scallop, a cretonne ap- 
pliqué, ruffled rosettes, or gay braid 
and edging. 

If you like sheers, frills, and 
swooping curves, be lavish with full- 
ness and ruffles. If you like tailored 
effects, try simple, straight curtains 
with generous fullness to draw across 
or pull back as privacy or the view 
dictates. 

If your window has a mind of its 
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Bright Braid and Edging 


You like curtains straight, 
without ruffles? They'll be 
charming with pert peasant 
braid and harmonizing edg- 
ing silhouetting kitchen colors 
against snow-white material. 


© Press 2-inch hem to right 
side of curtain at front edge, 
34-inch hem at bottom. 
Miter the corner. 

e Baste one edge of braid 
over raw edge of hem to 
cover 4 inch, inserting an 
edging as you go. Stitch. 

¢ Baste inner edge of braid to 
curtain, inserting the edg- 
ing as you did on the other 
side, and stitch.

@ Stitch l-inch double hem 
along back of curtain and 
ends of valance. 
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own, cater to it. Maybe it needs hor- 
izontal stripes or an extended decor- 
ative frame to widen it. Maybe it’s 
wide and calls for vertical stripes or 
splashy flowers, and a valance. You 
can stress the geometry of glass brick 
with straight-hanging homespun. 
You can soften it with sheer nylon 
or dainty dimity. 

Border white curtains with your 
linoleum’s key color, pipe with the 
color of your cooky jar. If your home 
is small or has a theme thruout, bor- 
row colors from an adjacent room.

A Cretenne Applique 


Borrow the harmony from a 
nearby room for your kitch- 
en curtains. Pipe pastel 
with a key color from dining 
or living room.

e Turn lower and inside 
hem to right side—34 
inches at bottom, 2 inches 
at side. Press, miter corner. 

¢ To pipe, lay 44-inch bias 
fold with its raw edges at 
hem’sraw edges. Baste and 
stitch 4 inch from edge. 

¢ Turn piping, folding raw 
edges under. 

¢ Baste and stitch hem to 
curtain front, sewing at 
base of piping. 

¢ To applique, cut flowers 
from print, allowing 4- 
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inch turn-under. Blind 
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Raffles and Reseties 


For sparkling accent on white 
organdy, dimity, or fine mus- 
lin curtains, bind ruffles with 
ready-folded bias binding or 
wash-fast ribbon. Fashion 2 
rosettes like saucy flowers 
and sew to tiebacks. 


* Prettiest ruffles are extra- 
full, 5 inches wide, with 34- 
inch heading, 14-inch fin- 
ished binding on both sides. 

' Make tieback 1 inch wide, 
12 inches long. Fasten be- 
low center of window. 






*For perky rosette, bind 
strip of curtain material, 
gather, draw tight. 

* Make 14-inch heading over 
l-inch rod casing (wider, 
for a flat rod). 

* Fasten curtain taut at bot- 

tom corner to keep back 

edge straight. 
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Piped Seallops 


Scallops match one color in 
curtain print; piping echoes 
another. Green and red figure 
takes green border, red piping. 


eCut 3%-inch-wide border 
strips. Lay right side of 
border on print’s wrong side 
and stitch 14-inch seam. 

e Turn border to curtain’s 
right side; press, miter corner. 

© For scallop pattern, cut 314. 
inch-wide strip of heavy 
paper. Draw straight line 144 
inches from edge. Trace 
around water glass to line, 
forming scallops. Cut out. 

¢ Pin scallop pattern on border 
with first scallop starting at 
border’s corner. Cut out. 
Turn in 4 inch, baste. 

¢ Split 14-inch ready-folded 
bias and baste to back of 
scallops, 14 inch showing. 

¢ Baste piped scallops to cur- 
tain. Stitch. 








Divided Lunch Cloth 


Jaunty bordered curtains take 
mere minutes when you start 
with a good-looking print or 
design-woven lunch cloth. Scis- 
sor it up the middle, hem cut 
edges, and put in headings. 
Matching napkins make a 
novel valance. 


¢ Buy a bright-bordered cloth 
in your kitchen’s colors. 

© Cut cloth in half. Turn 1-inch 
hems at raw edges. 


¢ With borders facing each 
other, measure curtains at 
window for length, and pin 
rod casings, allowing 1-to 
11-inch headings. Baste and 
stitch. 

¢ If window needs a valance, 
hang curtains without head- 
ings. Use a solid color that 
matches lunch-cloth border. 
Or if cloth has napkins, whip 
edges together to make long 
panel. Turn top headings.

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October Is the Time to Prune 


By Harvey Bicknell 


Farr is the ideal time to remove all deadwood from 
trees and shrubs. The sooner you do this, the simpler 
the job. Until the leaves fall, you can easily tell which 
branches are dead. Even after the leaves fall, it’s not 
hard to detect deadwood. The fresh new growth on 
live branches is a brighter color than that on the older 
wood. New buds are plump. New wood is pliant and 
its under bark is freshly white. 

Deadwood has no new color and no buds. The 
wood is brittle, the under bark brownish or dull 
white. And the branches appear shriveled. If you’re 
not sure after looking at the outside of a branch, nick 
it with your shears or saw. Look at the underwood. 

On rapid-growing shrubs, such as bush honey- 
suckle, the inner branches often get shaded and die 
out. Look for these now and remove them to make 
way for new shoots and to keep the bush looking tidy. 

If you didn’t get around to removing the old flower 
heads from lilac, azalea, and similar shrubs after 
flowering season, remove them now. Otherwise they 
will hang on and greatly detract from the beauty of 
the flowers next spring. 
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Sucker shoots should be cut off as close 
to their source as possible, or they 
will shoot out again faster than before 


Look for such undesirable growths as suckers and 
watersprouts. Suckers often are succulent shoots that 
come up from the roots of grafted plants, especially 
apples, peaches, and plums. And you will find V7- 
burnum carlest and V. burkwoodi budded on the vigor- 
ous-growing Viburnum lantana. Roses may be budded 
on wild-rose roots; flowering almonds and flowering 
plum on wild plum; crabapples on wild apples. 

Watch, too, for suckers on hybrid lilacs budded on 
privet, also red dogwood budded on white dogwood. 
You can detect suckers by a difference in their leaf 
shape, color of bark, the extreme vigor of growth, and 
because they come from the root or below the knot or 
joint where the plant was budded or grafted. 

If suckers are left undisturbed, they may soon out- 
grow the desirable plant. For example, you may soon 
have a thorny wild plum, growing 14 feet high, when 
you planted a double pink-flowering plum with an 
expected height of 6 or 8 feet. 

Sometimes it is desirable to reduce the number of 
vigorous new shoots that grow up about the base of a 
plant. Snowberry and coralberry often send up many 
stems. While a few are desirable in that they thicken 
the bush, too many lead to a wildness of growth—all 
leaves and no flower. 

Vigorous shoots grow up from the base of crabap- 
ples. These shoots are not suckers but merely vigorous 
stems. They grow up thru the plant and may tangle 
up every branch in the center. If you cut them out 
while they are small, they do little or no damage. But 
if you leave them, they injure the desirable limbs by 
rubbing against them. 


Fall is also a good time to trim back branches that 
hang too far over walks and paths. When burdened 
with snow and ice, these branches will hang over still 


farther and may break. 





To avoid developing a weak, V-shaped 
crotch likely to split in a storm, remove 
weaker branch and stake other for 2 years 


Pruning of loose, open shrubs now may keep them 
from breaking during the winter. If the shrub is in an 
important location where such pruning now would be 
conspicuous, tie the branches up to prevent breakage. 

Check trees and large shrubs that overhang the 
roofs. Prune the branches back so that they will not 
touch the roof. Give at least a 5-foot clearance or the 
winter winds may swing the branches against the roof 
and rub the shingles loose. 

If you have a formal hedge, trim it now, You may 
not have risked pruning it earlier in the fall for fear of 
starting a new growth which could be injured by a 
cold winter. Now you can square up the hedge plants 
without fear of injury. 

But before your pruning enthusiasm gets out of 
control, let me caution you. Don’t give an over-all general 
pruning of all trees and shrubs in the fall. Plants suscepti- 
ble to winter injury may receive a great setback if 
they are pruned hard in the fall. Except below the

central line across the country, all fruit trees are more 
likely to die back from winter injury if fall-pruned. 

Among the shrubs, Viburnum wrighti, V. sieboldi 
and V. tomentosa plicata have trouble getting thru the 
winter as it is. Magnolia, flowering plum, and flower- 
ing cherry are also likely to be tender. 

When plants are cut back severely in the fall, the 
tips of the shoots frequently die back several inches 
from the cut. Or, if you are cutting, for example, bush 
honeysuckle back to stubs for rejuvenation, the new 
shoots may not come out as near the tip of the stubs 
as they do when these plants are pruned in the spring. 

Never fall-prune plants that bloom in the spring 
before making new shoot growth. Cutting new growth 
out of spirea, forsythia, Japanese quince, kerria, and 


a host of spring shrubs, if done anytime after August — 


15, destroys next year’s bloom. 
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PREPARATION before cooking is 
another important step. The 
machine shown here pits and 
halves peaches after they’ve been 
carefully inspected and cleaned.

Dickie could read long before 
he started to school!’ Mrs. B. boasts 
to her bridge club. 

But Mrs. B. is a foolish mother. 
She has satisfied her pride at the ex- 
pense of Dickie’s precious eyes and 
nervous system. 

Learning to read demands men- 
tal-visual co-ordination that taxes 
every nerve in a small body. The 
very muscles used are seldom de- 
veloped before a child is 64% or 7 
years old—-sometimes older. 


Studies show that the percent of 


nearsighted children is much higher 
among early readers. Truly, “The 
alphabet is as injurious to the child’s 
eye as an unwise diet is to his stom- 
ach.” 

Still more serious are the scars too 
early reading will leave on the 
child’s nervous system. Seeing Moth- 
er’s pride in his precociousness, 
Dickie strains even harder, drawing 
his tense little nerves even tighter in 
the effort. He becomes chronically 
tired, sometimes even sick. Here are 
the seeds of nervous collapse. And 
what has Dickie gained? 


Epv« ‘ATORS agree that there 
are many things Dickie must learn 
before he starts to read. In fact, until 
he learns some of these his ability to 
read is practically worthless to him. 

Mrs. M. condemned Nan’s teach- 
er because ‘‘Nan has been in school 
nearly a year and hasn’t learned to 
read!” 

Actually, Nan was learning to 
read—learning the right and safe 
way. Her teacher, considering Nan’s 
own good, was developing her 


speech, teaching her new words, and 


helping her put them together in 
sentences. She was introducing Nan 
to interesting picture-story books to 
whet her appetite, reading her 
stories, and encouraging her to re- 
tell them. 

When Nan starts actually reading 
next year she will be physically, 
mentally, and emotionally ready for 
it. And she will be a better reader 
for the delay. 

True, some children develop 
younger than others.

brighter. Susie and Billy may have 
walked or talked sooner than John- 
ny. Each must be treated as the indi- 
vidual he is. 


lr YOU know a child who could 
read at 5 and apparently has suffered 
no ill effects, he probably matured 
unusually young. And remember 
that he may yet pay for his effort. 
The damage of too early reading on 
little eyes and little minds can be 
great.

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Seeing Doctor Can Be Fun 


By Maxine Schweiker 








If Sheila has been “briefed” before her visit to the doctor’s 
office, she'll take it in stride, be eager to see what goes on 


Your child can smile sweetly at Doctor or scream 
like a little red fire engine. He can waste your dollars 
and Doctor’s time, or he can enjoy the excursion while 
you get the advice you need. 

It’s your advance build-up that makes the difference! 

Until he’s 6 months old, Baby isn’t afraid of any- 
one, doctors included. From that age to 3 years, he’s 
unpredictable. Beyond 3, you can reason with him to 
make the visit pleasant for everyone. 

Consider visiting Doctor a necessity—twice a year 
while your child is 2 or 3, once a year thereafter. 
Yow ll find the comfort of knowing he’s healthy is 
worth any trouble of preparing him for the visit. 


Leok forward te seeing Doctor. Billyshould 
think of Doctor as his friend, one who likes him 
very much. But you can’t wait till you’re on the 
way downtown to convince him. Be careful that 
every reference made to Doctor in your home 
helps build this attitude. Talk about your “‘vis- 
it,” not about a “‘checkup” or “appointment.” 
On the day of the visit, plan only quiet, relax- 
ing play, allowing time for his nap before you go. 


Make a game of it. Act out beforehand all 
the things that will take place during your visit. 
Listen to Billy’s heart beating, and translate its 
imaginary message. Look into his ears to see 
that no birds have built nests there. Peer down 
his throat to see whether the watermelon seed 
he swallowed last summer is sprouting. (With a 
little beforehand practice, he can undergo a 
throat examination without gagging.)

Then she says, “Now 
we’re going to feed the kitty and it will hurt just 
for a minute.” Before the child realizes what has 
happened, the needle is in kitty’s mouth and 
out again! 


And the best comes last! Let an older child 
look forward to having ice cream after the visit 
to Doctor. This should never become a bribe, 
but it will give the child something pleasant to 
associate with his annual visit to Doctor. 


How do YOU behave? The value of this visit 
depends a great deal on your attitude. So pay 
close attention to Doctor, don’t interrupt him, 
and, by all means, don’t argue. (It’s hard to 
believe, but many mothers do!) Be prepared to 
answer questions about Billy’s medical history, 
diet, and health habits. In the hubbub of keep- 
ing him quiet, you may forget some of the 
problems you wanted to discuss. Why not write 
them on a slip of paper before you leave home? 
And jot down Doctor’s answers, too.

Thicker Lawn Next Summer 


By Victor H. Ries 


Many lawns receive fond care in the spring, neg- 
lect in the fall. Actually, more good can be done in the 
fall than at any other time of the year. Grass will grow 
rapidly during the cool days and nights of fall. Most 
weeds make little growth until spring. 


Continue to mow? 


How often should the lawn be mowed? How late in 
the fall should it be cut? How short? 

Keep the lawn mowed as long as the grass is grow- 
ing. Lawns shouldn’t go into the winter as a tangled 
mass of living and dead grass leaves. 

It is highly important, tho, that the grass be Jeft to 
grow at least an inch and a half high. The grass plants 
must have enough leaf surface to make sufficient food 
to rebuild the root system after the rigor of summer. 

This means that now, if never before, you should 
lower the roller on the back of your lawn mower. 
Raise the cutting bar as far as possible. This extra 
length of grass leaf stimulates growth and helps to de- 
velop a good sod before freezing weather. 

As during the summer, it is best to cut the lawn 
often enough so that the grass clippings may be left 
on to replenish the humus supply in the soil. 


Feed lawns now? 


Fall feeding of lawns is almost more important than 
spring feeding. If you feed only once a year, fall is the 
time to do it. Best results come-from using a complete 
plant food relatively high in phosphorus. I prefer an 
analysis such as 4-12-8 or 4-12-4. 

If you happen to have on hand some of the special 
lawn grade, 10-6-4, it may be used instead. Apply 1 to 
2 pounds of plant food to each 100 square feet of lawn. 

Plant food does not spread lateraily in the soil. It 
will do a grass plant two inches away 0 good whatso- 
ever. I find it best to apply plant food with a regular 
2-wheeled distributor. If this is not available, you can 
broadcast the plant food lightly. To get even distribu- 
tion, go over the lawn in two different directions. 

The earlier the feeding is done, the greater the 
benefit obtained before growth stops when cold 
weather arrives. Don’t delay. 


Time to reseed? 


Fall is an ideal time to start new lawns. And old 
lawns can be renovated. But unless there are bare 
spots the size of a slice of bread or larger, it is highly 
questionable whether reseeding the old lawn is worth 
while. Usually it would be much better to put the 
same amount of money into plant food or an organic 
material such as peatmoss. 

If you are starting a new lawn, start mowing as 
soon as the grass is two inches high. The lawn mower 
must be sharp. Dull mowers can yank the tender 
young grass plants out of the soil. 

If you are starting a new lawn, it will more than pay 
you to mulch it after seeding. You can use a one- 
eighth-inch layer of finely pulverized peatmoss. Or 
use a layer of straw not over an inch thick. Light must 
penetrate to the grass seedlings as they come up. 

Even on new lawns, one-third of a pound of seed for 


each 100 square feet of lawn is more than enough. On 
old established lawns, less than half this amount is 
ample. When merely reseeding small bare spots, a 
pound of grass seed will cover a big area. 


What about moles and ants? 


Moles should be controlled before they hibernate 
for the winter. Spike traps still seem to be the most 
effective and efficient method. But you must set them 
properly. To do this, tramp down all the mole runs 
in any one part of the lawn. Wait until some runs are 
reopened. Set the trap in a run that has been re- 
opened. If you do not catch a mole within half a day, 
move to.a different run. Contrary to popular belief, 
moles work at all hours of the day. 

Ants also should be eradicated this fall, rather than 
left to live over until spring. The smaller types of ants 
usually can be controlled by one of the prepared ant 
poisons. The larger ants often ignore these poison 
tidbits. Where large anthills of these big pests are 
present, use an old broom handle to punch a hole into 
the middle of each hill. Pour.in a teaspoon of Cyano- 
gas powder. Cover the hill with a wet newspaper for a 
couple of hours. If you don’t kill all the ants, repeat 
treatment. Danger: poison fumes; avoid inhaling them. 


Rake leaves frequently? 


Leaves need be raked from the lawn no oftener than 
your wife demands. As long as the leaves are not 
matted down enough to smother the lawn by cutting 
off the light and air, you needn’t worry. It does the 
lawn no harm to rake them only once or twice during 
the period in which leaves-are falling. 

Rake lightly. Don’t rip out the grass by the roots. 
Is there any grass appearing with your leaves? This is 
a sure indication that you are raking too hard—and 
damaging the turf. Naturally, all leaves should be 
saved. They should be piled above ground in a back 
corner where they can decay into humus. Put this 
back on the garden next year. 

A special cart or wheelbarrow to carry the leaves is 
handy. But, as a substitute, try using a piece of can- 
vas or tarpaulin about six by eight feet with a rope 
loop in each corner. 


What kills weeds? 


If you have only a few weeds, it is a simple matter 
to pull or dig them. If you have a large number, you 
can use one of the new chemical sprays containing 
2,4-D. A fall application may not be quite as effective 
as spring or summer treatment. (See September 
Better Homes & Gardens, page 132.) 


Hew about crabgrass? 


2,4-D does not destroy crabgrass. You will have to 
pull out all dead or dying crabgrass by hand. Reseed 
the bare spots with good grass seed. 

Or you can take small plugs or patches of grass from 
other parts of your lawn. These can be transp 
to the bare areas. Plugs should be two or three inches 
in diameter and two inches deep.

Cetten which has been felted into 
layers is preferable to loose or “‘fluf- 
fy”? cotton. This layer type is highly 
resistant to shifting and matting or 
lumping, which is the weakness of 
most cotton mattresses. Sometimes 
felted cotton is combined with loose 
cotton into what is called a “‘plater”’ 
mattress. This is the lowest-priced 
cotton mattress that will give rea- 
sonable wear—but it’s best for only 
occasional use. 

Another type of cotton mattress 
which has been a favorite for over 50 
years is “air-woven” or ginned in a 
special process that spins the mat- 
tress fibers together in a vertical 
position—“‘up-ends” them. It bil- 
lows, looks for all the world like the 
old-fashioned feather bed, but is far 
superior because it furnishes level 
support. It also maintains its bil- 
lowiness for an incredible span of 
years. It flattens down but shakes up 
as quickly and easily as a pillow. 


Kapek is far softer than cotton but 
not as long wearing, about 3 to 5 
years. It is resistant to dampness and 
vermin, is much used in lakeside 
cottages or damp climates. Kapok is 
often recommended by doctors for 
persons with allergies. 


Hair. The best quality hair for a 
mattress is horse’s mane, sometimes 
combined with tail hair. Almost im- 
possible to get during the war, it’s 
coming back slowly, and it is expen- 
sive, from $80 to $115 when priced 
recently in New York. Combined 
with a special box spring, it gives 
the softness and flexibility of an in- 
nerspring, but it has a firmer surface 
which some prefer. Cheaper hair 
mattresses are filled with hog’s hair 
which has a tendency to mat and be- 
come quite hard. The lower grades 
are less satisfactory than cotton. 


Foam rubber is as revolutionary a 
development in bedding as inner- 
springs were almost a half-century 
ago. Latex, or liquid rubber, is 
whipped to a foam and molded.

Because of cur- 
rent war-induced shortages, you 
may have to wait for your rubber 
mattress until the spring of 1947, 
And you may find it on the expen- 
sive side . . . tho stores claim it’s a 
once-in-a-lifetime investment. We 
suggest a rather deep spring for use 
with a foam-rubber mattress. 


About tickings and tuftings. Thc 
ticking may be fancy if you've a 
taste for it—beautiful, long-wearing 
imported damask, or it may be plain 
commonsense woven stripe. It’s 
claimed that either of these wear 
better than printed-on stripe or 
ordinary brocade. Eight-ounce tick- 
ing, the heaviest, weighs two yards 
to the pound and is used on quality 
hair mattresses and pillows to 4 
vent the hair from working 
But six-ounce weight is satisfactory 
for other types. 

Most quality mattresses come in a 
choice of tufted or tuftless styles. If 
you are like the princess in the fairy 
tale who could feel a bump thru 20 
mattresses, you’ll definitely prefer 
the smooth top. Of the tufted variety, 
many prefer cotton tufts, altho the 
button-tufted style is smoother and 
easier to clean. 


Springs. Top-quality mattress 
should be pes with matching box 
springs. If you purchase your unit 
this way, you can be sure that the 
box spring is designed to assure 
comfort from the mattress of your 
choice, and that your springs a 
protected from dust. The open-typ 
spring is, generally speaking, less ¢* 
pensive. You won’t sacrifice a 
comfort if you get the proper type 
good-quality open spring.

In selecting a pillow, test its resili- 
enty by squeezing or pounding—the 
more completely it rebounds, the 
better the pillow. Then shake it 
down; not more than two or three 
inches of empty space should be left 
at the top if it’s adequately filled. 

Test the pillows you have at home 
by laying one crosswise on your out- 
stretched arm—if it droops limply 
on either side it won’t give comfort. 

The best pillow tickings are close- 
ly woven and featherproof. 

Try this one for size .. . a well- 
known statesman once suggested 
that science could really benefit 
mankind by inventing a bed that’s 
comfortable for a 6-footer. Most 
bedding comes in a standard 74-inch 
length, but some manufacturers are 
building outsize mattresses and 
springs. A few of these are once 
again reaching the market. They’re 
about 80 inches Jong, which gives 
tall males (and females) plenty of 
room to stretch their toes. 

And what’s more—if you look 
hard, you can get a double bed that’s 
a full 5 feet wide, instead of the usual 
4-feet-6. When you realize that each 
occupant of a double bed has only 
about 27 inches to move around in, 
less than the soldier in his 30-inch 
army cot, you can appreciate the 
value of this extra width.

Sew four 
extra layers in each corner as rein- 
forcement for pinning. Finished 
pants should be about )% inch larger 
than folded diaper. They are pinned 
on right with diaper, saving one 
operation, and are easy to wipe 
clean.—Mrs. O. B. Stauffer, Lake- 
wood, Ohio. 


I have found that the next best 
thing to rubber pants is heavy waxed 
paper between the folds of diapers. 
(Bread wrappers may be used with- 
out fear of the print rubbing off.)—

These postwar waterproof panties 
spring leaks so quickly!

You spot one mostly by the feel,” 
he replied. ‘““Some would put the 
Stephen Foster songs in this cate- 
gory, but I don’t. They’re gems, but 
too polished and worked over. Look 
at it this way. You’re feeling blue, 
or in trouble. If you can just tell 
someone about it, get it off your 
chest, it always helps. So you tell it 
in song. Others who have the same 
feeling join in the singing. That’s 
the way a folk song often begins. 
Take that Negro spiritual, ‘All 
God’s Chillun Got Shoes.’ 

“A colored boy was unhappy one 
morning because he had to go out 
to work without shoes, and the cold, 
hard ground hurt his feet. His 
mammy assured him that he was one 
of ‘God’s Chillun’ and while he did 
not have shoes in the here and now 
he would when he got to ‘Heab’n’ 
where God was saving up all these 
good things for his children. As the 
little boy ran out to work there was 
warmth in his heart and he began 
singing 

** ‘Ah got shoes, you got shoes 

All o’ God’s chillun got shoes 

When Ah get to Heab’n, gonna 

put on my shoes’ 

“Other workers in the field caught 
the hopeful lift in this song and 
joined, adding more words. Thus 
was born a song which was never 
plugged over a national network, 
but carried from lip to lip, and so 
kept alive down to our day.

On THE other hand, ballads us- 
ually start with an event, as did 
‘Casey Jones.’ Engineer Casey was 
making up time out of Memphis one 
foggy night. Roaring ’round a curve 
near Vaughan, Mississippi at 70 per, 
it was too late for him to halt his 
train when he first sighted the tail- 
lights of a freight. He tried desper- 
ately. He could have jumped, as did 
his fireman, but he stuck to the 
throttle and died clutching the 
whistle cord in his hand. ‘Wash’ 
Saunders, the fireman, idolized 
Casey Jones. It was no more than 
natural that he should write a song 
extolling him. He didn’t know that 
his effort would touch a humble 
engineer with immortality.” 

There are critics, I reminded 
Burl, who say our folk music is not 
original, just borrowed from foreign 
models. ““That’s another mistaken 
idea,” he replied. “When settlers 
first came here, they brought along 
their native folk songs which were 
sung for years. Gradually, they 
changed. 

“One of the chief differences is in 
rhythm. Carl Sandburg notes a 
striking difference between the 
‘Erie Canal’ and ‘Song of the Volga 
Boatmen.’ The syncopated, ragtime 
pulse of the former, he says, is the 
expression of free men; the plodding, 
uncompromising rhythm of the 
second, that of men accustomed to 


serfdom. Ragtime, jazz, and swing

“Or take the work song. Negroes 
were particularly adept at impro- 
vising these aids to heavy toil. As one 
of them swung his sledge, he fit the 
rhythm of the swing and stroke into 
his song with the first phrase that 
came to mind. Thus he set the work 
rhythm to a split second. The la- 
bored breathing, grunts, shouts of 
the worker have found their way into 
today’s hot playing. . 

“The blues are another American 
contribution. Made up by one who 
is feeling blue, most of them have a 
hopeful note.” 


Fotk song in America followed 
early settlers wherever they went. 
Descendants of Englishmen who lo- 
cated in the East, particularly in the 
Appalachians, still sing Elizabethan 
ballads. French ballads were carried 
into Louisiana, Spanish into the 
Southwest, German into Pennsyl- 
vania. 

By a process of fusion, the songs 
were reshaped into the blues, spirit- 
uals, railroad and cowboy songs, and 
other forms. Probably every state in 
the Union has a version of “‘Cripple 
Creek.” In the Blue Ridge, it’s a 
gay, lilting stream: 


Goin’ up Cripple Creek, goin’ on 
a run, 
Goin’ up Cripple Creek, to have a 
little fun. 
In North Carolina, they sing it 
this way: 
Roll up my britches above my 
knees 
Wade old Cripple Creek when I 
please. 
From Indiana comes this version: 
I’m a bold, bad man, I’m a des- 
perado 
Came all the way from Cripple 
Creek, Colorado 


Every important event was cele- 
brated in song. Consider the Erie 
Canal and the Chisholm Trail, 
marking two epochs in our history, 
one in the East, the other in the 
West. 

When the gold trek to California 
began, weary forty-niners evolved 
this from “Blow the Man Down”: 


And it’s blow, boys, blow, 

For Californio 

There’s plenty of gold, 

So I’ve been told, 

On the banks of the Sacramento 
Another less-cheering version ran: 

There’s plenty of stones 

And dead men’s bones 

On the-banks of the Sacramento 


Collectors began tracking down 
these songs in the 1880’s. The inven- 
tion of the Edison cylinder phono- 
graph made it possible to record 
them from native singers right on 
the spot. Since then, collectors have 
combed the remoter sections of the 
country and added to the collection 
of records in the Archives of Ameri- 
can Folk Song, Library of Congress. 

“*We have a wealth of folk music,” 
Burl says, “and as a nation we are 


fast becoming conscious of it. These 


idioms will find their way more and 
more into our present-day music, in- 
to American consciousness. They 
will form the basis of a distinctive 
American art. Walt Whitman 
caught the vision when he said, ‘I 
hear America singing’.”

An English music lever willed 
1,000 pounds to Johannes Brahms. 
Hearing of his legacy, Brahms re- 
plied: “As I do not need to invest 
the money, I will enjoy it in the most 
agreeable manner: by taking pleas- 
ure in its distribution.” 


Epidemic yellow fever broke out 
in Philadelphia in Jate July, 1793. 
Only two men answered the Federal 
Gazette’s plea for aides to care for 
victims at Bush Hill hospital. Of 
these two, one was Stephen Girard 
—middle-aged millionaire who left 
$7,500,000 to charity. 


Sixteen-year-old Leland Stanford, 
Jr. whispered from his deathbed: 
“Father, don’t say you have nothing 
to live for; you have a great deal. 
Live for humanity!”’ The next year 
(1885), in honor of his humani- 
tarian boy, Mr. Stanford founded 
Stanford University. 


**Im faith and hepe the world will 
disagree, but all mankind’s concern 
is Charity” . . . wrote Alexander 
Pope in his second Epistle. 


Central African savages are ac- 


cused of lacking all natural affec- - 


tions. Yet some have been known to 
carry a feeble old man for years, 
caring for him with great tenderness. 


Helping a bright young orphan 
girl, Charles Pratt warned, “We 
must be careful in trying to aid her, 
not to cripple her energies, or lower 
her sense of independence.” 


When Ben Franklin was young 
two friends lent him money to start 
in business. Years later, he left in 
trust 1,000 pounds ($5,000) for loans 
to other young mechanics. In the 
first 100 years, interest increased the 
fund to $110,806.83. 


Aristetie was criticized for giv- 
ing money to a worthless beggar. “I 
did not give it to that man,” he 
countered.

What about other advantages? 
Well, you deal with a single responsi- 
ble administrator instead of a num- 
ber of contractors, architects, land 
brokers, subcontractors, and build- 
ing-materials dealers. The quoted 
price covers many extras, like land- 
scaping and title-searching, which 
can run to important money. You 
won’t have to cool your heels while 
your home is being built; it’s ready 
for you to move in, complete with 
water in the faucets and juice in the 
wires. If there were construction 
blunders, you won’t have to foot the 
entire bill; they will be averaged off 
for the whole development. And if 
your operative builder hopes to stay 
in business, he will consider your 
home as a representative product, 
and probably will make good any 
structural defect at no extra cost. 

The successful operative builder 
creates a complete community. It 
pays him to plan carefully. Parks, 
schools, churches, shopping centers, 
and similar conveniences retard ob- 
solescence, so they’re attractive to 
the businessman as well as the social 
theorist. The operative builder dif- 
fers from his progenitor, the specu- 
lative builder, in that his interest in 
his community<s measured in years 
rather than months. 

But for the present, the most sig- 
nificant offerings of the operative 
builder are speed and economy. 
There’s no great secret involved; 
they stem from the mass-production 
techniques that have proved success- 
ful since Henry Ford paid his work- 
men $5 a day and began turning 
out Model T’s. 

The method, tho, is comparative- 
ly new as applied to home building, 
and so is worth analysis. 
Mechanization vs. handicraft. 
Power machinery is the operative 
builder’s first love. He finds his 
music in the whir of radial saws and 
the roar of bulldozers. He glories in 
keeping pace with technological de- 
velopment, constantly improvising 
and exploiting dollar-saving short 
cuts. 

It pays him well to keep posted. 
The largest grading machines of 8 or 
10 years ago are now too small to be 
economical for any but the smallest 
development.

True, power machinery costs big 
money. Operative building is no 
game for the timid. But it’s costly 
not to own it, too; the small builder 
pays as much to transport a steam 
shovel for excavating as he does to 
rent it for the job. 

Operative-built homes are really 
factory-built, but the factory is 
moved to the building site. The rea- 
son is simple—it’s more costly to 
transport factory-fabricated sections 
than machinery. 

To fully exploit his machines, the 
big builder must plot his project 
carefully. Such programming is a 
trying, exacting, exasperating task, 
but, effectively done, it can provide 
the advantages of mass production 
on a relatively small project. 


Making man-hours count. La- 
bor’s ascending wage scale is a major 
inflationary pressure on the price of 
a custom-built house. The operative 
builder has a diplomatic way of low- 
ering labor costs—more production 
per man-hour. 

Because he’s big, the operative 
builder can talk Labor’s language. 
Security is security, whether it’s a 
spread-the-work union rule or an 
operative builder’s guarantee of a 
year-round job. Union regulations, 
such as those against power saws 
and spray painters, are forgotten 
when a substantial part of the sav- 
ings comes back in still higher wages. 

Boosting man-hour production 
means, essentially, eliminating in- 
efficient hand operations. It means 
more and more mechanization, and 
more and more specialization of site 
work, with each worker thoroly 
trained to do a single, simple task. 
So long as skilled workmen are 
scarce, there is an extra dividend 
here. Crews can be largely unskilled 
and semiskilled. Most carpenters on 
operative-built projects never look 
at a blueprint. 


Volume buying. Shortages of ma- 
terials seriously hamper the opera- 
tive builder. But access to ready 
cash gives him the position of a fa- 
vored buyer. He often deals directly 
with producers and manufacturers, 

Thus, his savings in buying ma- 
terials are sometimes spectacular. 
He can trim some 20 percent from 
the cost of kitchen cabinets. A bath- 
tub plus plumbing would cost you 
about $85; he can provide it for $60. 
Luxury items such as Venetian 
blinds can be included at savings up 
to 40 percent. 

Buying lumber in carload lots, the 
operative builder saves up to 15 per- 
cent on his initial investment, then 
upgrades it by running odd-length 
pieces thru power saws. The per- 
centage of short items in a house is 
hign, so the big builder sees little 
excuse for waste. 

Standardization brings further 
cost advantages. It’s long overdue; 
materials men now stock 19,238 
sizes of valves and pipe fittings, 
1,200 to 1,500 patterns of lock hard- 
ware, 75 dimensions of face brick, 150 
different strengths of window glass. 

Finally, the operative builder 
keeps a sharp lookout for new ma- 
terials that will save money. He can 
make good use of factory-assembled 
units that reach the market at the 
right price. A good example is fac- 
tory-finished hardwood flooring, 
ready for use after laying, without

the usual sanding, filling, and var- 
nishing. 


Subcontractors sign up. With 
volume as bait, the operative builder 
has a bargaining position with sub- 
contractors which no small builder 
can duplicate. He develops a closely- 
knit subcontracting organization, 
which functions with efficiency born 
of long association. Big builders have 
good reason to check the estimates of 
subcontractors carefully, and to sug- 
gest cheaper, faster methods of doing 
a job when possible. 

The subcontractor, too, saves on 
volume purchasing. He welcomes 
the advance word, which only the 
big builder can give, that he will 
be needed at a specific time to do a 
specific job. All in all, he can do his 
assigned task for 15 percent less 
than if he were working on a custom- 
built house. 

Perhaps he’s lost a degree of inde- 
pendence. But he’s gained a com- 
fortable, stable working relationship. 


Efficient management, too. As a 
final advantage, the operative build- 
er retains absolute contro! of all the 
varied processes of house-building. 
He takes orders from no one, least of 
all the prospective buyer whose 
knowledge of building is presumably 
limited. From the day he buys the 
land to the day he finances your pur- 
chase, he has the advantages of in- 
dependent, large-scale operations. 

His big job is planning. If that job 
is done capably, homes spring up as 
tho they were constructed of toy 
blocks. But they’re fully as rigid, if 
not always as beautiful, as any built 
by conventional methods. 

It’s probable that the operative 
builder even maintains his own sales 
organization. Selling expenses are 
low when a large number of new 
homes are concentrated in a single 
neighborhood. And such salesmen 
can work for a 1 percent commission, 
in contrast with the broker’s tradi- 
tional 5 percent.

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Fall Planting— 


Is It 


Nale?

For most of the country, fall is a 
good time to plant trees, shrubs, and 
perennials. You will be especially 
successful in regions where winters 
are mild and humid. Even in regions 
of severe winters, if snow comes early 
and stays all winter, there’s not 
much danger of winter injury to 
recently moved plants. It is only in 
regions where winters are usually 
bitterly cold and snowless that the 
risk of injury is too great. 

Fall-set plants need warm, well- 
drained, moist soils. A light, warm 
soil promotes development of new 
roots before winter sets in. The more 
new roots that develop, the more 
likely the plants will be able to with- 
stand possible adverse conditions. 
Fall planting on heavy clay soils is 
seldom successful. If you must fall- 
plant in such soils, use a sandy loam 
around the roots. 

Good drainage is essential. Sur- 
plus water should drain away read- 
ily. Roots stop working when the 
soil is flooded. If roots remain under 
water for more than a few hours, 
they may be killed. 

Dry soil is one of the most com- 
mon reasons for poor results with 
fall plantings. If the fall is dry, it is 
not enough to water the plants only 
at the time of setting. Be sure that 
the soil is not allowed to dry out. 
Plants must go into the winter with 
moisture around their roots. 

Most hardy perennials that bloom 
during spring and summer may be 
fall-planted. Late bloomers, how- 
ever, such as hardy chrysanthemums 
and asters, should be moved only in 
the spring. 

The common hardy ornamental 
trees and shrubs are easily moved in 
the fall. Evergreens that are “‘balled 
and burlapped” may be fall-planted. 
But wait until spring to plant beech, 
tulip tree, redbud, sour gum, mag- 
nolia, flowering cherries, and flow-

ering dogwood. Broadleaved ever- 
greens should be planted only in the 
spring. 

Such perennials as Shasta daisies 
need to be lifted, divided, and trans- 
planted every year or two. Slowly 
spreading perennials, such as the gas 
plant, must have a stop put to their 
straying ways. The outside parts of 


large clumps are commonly the 
most vigorous. Discard the centers 
and use only the outer parts of the 
clump for resetting. Divisions of the 
clump should be big enough to 
produce sizable masses of color in 
the border the first year. 

Most garden perennials are up- 


Basin is needed to hold water 


land plants. They need a well-drained 
soil. If the soil is low in fertility, 
compost or other organic manures 
should be worked into the soil. 
Superphosphate is the chemical 
fertilizer likely to produce best re- 
sults with flowering plants on most 
soils. Apply 4 pounds for each 100 
square feet of area. 


Hotes should be large enough to 
accommodate the roots when spread 
naturally. Work the soil in around 
the roots and firm well. Water, then 
smooth over with loose soil. If plants

ordered from the nursery are likely 
to arrive late, the soil should be pre- 
pared, then covered with a foot of 
mulch to prevent freezing. 

Plants must be handled carefully 
to prevent the roots from drying out. 
Plants received from the nursery 
should have their roots soaked in 
water as soon as they arrive. Then 
keep the roots in a mud bath until 
planting time.

much talk of the future of our army. 
Many of the veterans of the Europe- 
an conflict were griping about be- 
ing redeployed to the Pacific. The 
morning papers were full of the sub- 
ject. 

’ Don broke off the conversation to 
ask my opinion of the 18-year-old 


draft. I replied, without hesitation, 


that I was in favor of drafting our 
boys after they had finished high 
school, or, if they were out of school, 
taking them at 18. Don flushed 
angrily; he protested that he did not 
want his boys in the army. 

“No,” I replied. “I do not want 
to see your sons in the army, but 
neither do I want to see thousands of 
white crosses writing ‘finis’ to the 
hopes of future generations.” 


Lesr we forget, as we did after the 
first great war, and pay an even 
greater price some day, we must 
have a program of military training. 

But the question in this debate is 
not national defense or the imple- 
menting of our obligation to help en- 
force the. peace. 

If we are to have a peacetime 
draft, the logical group—those who 
would benefit the most and whose 
absence for one year would least dis- 
locate our social structure and our 
economy—are youths just out of 
high school. 

And so the question we are asked is 
this: Does it harm our young men— 
our 18- and 19-year-olds—either 
morally or physically to serve their 
country in time of peace? 

When I became a chaplain of the 
Illinois National Guard in Decem- 
ber, 1937, I found that some units 
were having difficulty keeping up to 
authorized strength. The apathy was 
especially marked in certain cities 
where leading citizens were opposed 
to the National Guard program. It 
was my duty to call on these com- 
munity leaders and explain that the 
National Guard was not seeking 
young men with police records. It 
wanted the leaders of school and 
college groups. It wanted the high- 
est caliber young men of the com- 
munity, and it was not getting them. 


Tue answer I received from the 
men was the same one hears today: 
“We do not want our young men to 
become immoral. We want them 
under the influence of the home and 
church.” 

Glory be! From the picture paint- 
ed, one would think that when a 
youth dons a uniform his ticket to 
hell is secured. I asked most of the 
men if they could assure salvation for 
their young friends if they did stay 
out of the Guard. Invariably, the 
answer was, “Yes.” 

Then why, I asked, are so many of 
our young people of high-school and 
college age not in church on Sunday 
morning? On the part of churchmen, 
as well as politicians, there has been 
too much wishful thinking. 

No young man ever became a 
moral degenerate, or even suc- 
cumbed to an immoral temptation, 
just because he wore the uniform of 
his country. It [ Turn to next page

might have been the occasion but 
not the cause. 

Morally, a man is strengthened 
by temptation. Temptations may or 
may not be more enticing in army 
than in home surroundings. If Mam- 
ma’s Boy wants to do wrong, he 
doesn’t have to join the army. Mam- 
ma, of course, may not know about 
it, and she may go on blindly and 
blissfully believing that she has an 
unsullied son. 


Sin CE my own induction as an en- 
listed man in 1918, I have never ob- 
served a youth succumb to tempta- 
tions in the army who would have 
withstood temptations at home. Im- 
morality of any soldier is traceable 
right back to home training and 
perhaps the lack of church influence. 

The army is a great educator. Lit- 
erally millions of young Americans 
did see the world during the past five 
years—and not all of it was like the 
Solomons, the Sahara, or the Aleu- 
tians. Within their owncountry, boys 
from New England learned that 
everything west of Pittsburgh is not 
Indian territory; boys from the farms 
of Wisconsin and the small towns of 
Kansas discovered the rich historical 
lore of Washington, Boston, and 
Philadelphia, shrines like Mount 
Vernon and the Green at Lexington; 
boys from Texas ranches and from 
the hill country of Tennessee stood 
in the shadow of Manhattan’s nar- 
row canyons and sensed the complex 
greatness that is America. 

In time of peace, the army will 
offer travel and education without 
the grim distractions of a war ma- 
chine in actual operation. 


GeENUIN E education is the draw- 
ing out of the individual, not the 
pounding in of information. Army 
life and army discipline will do more 
to mature and draw out a young 
man than any schooling or trade or 
profession he might pursue for an 
equal time. 

The best examples of this are the 
young non-coms and the youthful 
commissioned officers, who, after 
training in the army, in countless 
instances successfully assumed obli- 
gations far beyond their civilian 
experience. 

I think of Bert, who finished high 
school in 1939. When we entered the 
war, he was working as a janitor in 
a country newspaper office in Ne- 
braska, sweeping out the wastepaper 
and wiping off the presses after the 
weekly run. A few weeks after Pearl 
Harbor he became an aviation ca- 
det, got his wings that summer, fin- 
ished the war at 24, a lieutenant- 
colonel, poised, mature, a leader of 
men. 

Not every boy, of course, will 
make an officer or like the service 
well enough to take it up as a career. 
But all will develop responsibility, 
alertness, resourcefulness, maturity. 

The returned veteran is the best 
example. Look about you. Who is 
responsible for the chaotic conditions 
you see on every hand? The profit- 
eering? The lawlessness? The God- 
lessness? Not, except in a small mi-

nority of the cases, veterans. To most 
of them, life is earnest, the need to 
make something of the peace for 
which they fought a Challenge they 
can’t escape. The first national con- 
vention of one of their organizations 
this summer was remarkable for its 
seriousness of purpose, its dedication 
to the welfare of the nation as a 
whole, its freedom from horseplay. 
Not the least of the opportunities 
the army offers a boy is the oppor- 
tunity to know his fellows and to 
study human nature. A draft army 
is a universal army and a more dem- 
ocratic one that its present-day critics 
will concede—at once a leveler and 
a sieve. Few youths are so obtuse as 
to escape the broadening influence 
of association with comrades from all 
walks of life, races, and religions. 


Ear LY in my own military career, 
I decided that one of the most valu- 
able things I could gain from the 
army, aside from a few promotions 
(to buck sergeant in 1919), was the 
study of human nature. 

So I set myself to knowing those 
with whom I had to work, enlisted 
men and officers. I studied the con- 
duct and behavior of them all. 

I found that officers, like enlisted 
men, liked to talk about home, and 
the things they wanted someday to 
do. And, God knows, they didn’t 
want to fight. They’d settle world 
problems with you in a trench as 
eagerly as you and I would on the 
front porch after dinner. They were 
human, whether they wore eagles 
or the stripes of a Pfc. 


Tue physical benefits of army 
training are too well known to need 
repeating here. The routine of reg- 
ular hours, balanced diet, and en- 
forced exercise produces results far 
beyond the physical-education pro- 
grams of most schools. In the service 
your boy will see his endurance de- 
velop, his point score in physical 
fitness tests go up month after 
month. Probably he’ll learn to swim 
and to take care of himself in any 
physical emergency. 

No battle was ever won by run- 
ning away. Nor will character ever 
be formed or knowledge grasped un- 
less we give American youth a 
chance to develop character and 
leadership. Debating clubs and 
dancing schools won’t do it. Athletics 
go a long way, but more is needed. 

Let’s make men of our youth. Let’s 
teach them what the liberty they 
enjoy meant to those who paid the 
supreme sacrifice to defend it. Let’s 
train them young, because some of 
them will like it and wish to make it 
their lifework. We need more offi- 
cers who like their jobs and have 
been trained to lead. 

During five years of active duty as 
a regimental, a divisional, and 4 
corps chaplain, I saw hundreds of 
young men come into the army with 
fear and uncertainty. After a few 
months of discipline, not the cring- 
ing type glorified by the Nazis, but 
the kind that knit free men into 
invincible teams at Tunisia 
Tarawa, Saipan and Salerno, Attu 
and Aachen—that discipline which 
good officers evoked—these men 
stood erect, looked you in the ¢y® 
and had the confidence to face any- 
thing, even death. That is what out 
army does with young men when it's 
given the chance.

Jimmy's Train Hides 
Behind a Bulletin Board 


By Ann Peppard 


Jimmy's toy train is up off the 
living-room floor forever! 

It was really Dad’s idea. (Dad is 
Virgil Ham of Independence, Mis- 
souri.) Why not hang the train on 
the wall, right in Jimmy’s room? 

Mr. Ham went to work and 
proved that his idea was practical. 
Here are his specifications: 

“Our train cabinet is 8’ x 4’, 11 
inches deep with a track-board 2 
inches deep. (This will vary with the 
size of your room.) 

“No. 2 lumber was the best I 
could get, but with sanding and 
filling it worked out satisfactorily. 
I cut one 1” x 12” x 16’ and one 
1”. x 12” x 8’ in half for the frame. 

“To support the cabinet, two 1” 
x 2" x 8’ lengths were nailed to the 
studdings, top and bottom. (Stud- 
dings usually have 16-inch centers 
and can be located by tapping on 
the wall. Or check to see where 
the baseboard is nailed.) Then we 
nailed the cabinet securely to this 


enough to support well over 5() 
pounds, 

“For the framework under the 
4’ x 8’ plywood track-board (3 ply), 
it took two 1” x 2” x 8’s and two 1” 
x 2” x 12's. Over the twack-board 
went a roadbed of insulation wall- 
board 4’ x 8’. A matching piece 
became the bulletin board on the 
back, framed by 16 feet of picture 
molding which was left over from | 
building our house. 

“The track-board swings down 
froin its cabinet on four 2-inch 
hinges. About 10 feet of furnace- 
damper chain supports it when in 
use. One small prop in the center 
keeps it level. When closed, the 
board locks up with a simple hook 
and eye. 

“Since the cabinet had to clear 
bedposts by at least one inch, the 
board was a little high for 9-year- 
old Jimmy. So we built a stool from 
2” x 12”s for him to stand on. It’s 
1’ x 214’, and heavy so it won’t tilt.”

used to fill in at the top. Set the 
plants as deeply as they were at the 
nursery. 

Spread the roots out and cover 
them with soil. Shake the plant up 
and down to allow the soil to settle 
around the roots. Add more soil, and 
trample the soil with your feet to 
insure firm contact with roots. When 
better than half done, fill the hole 
with water. Refill with water several 
times if the soil is dry. Return re- 
mainder of soil to the hole and leave 
it loose. 

Good root development can be 
encouraged if thoroly soaked peat- 
moss is mixed with the soil in the 
hole. Use one gallon of wet peatmoss 
if the soil is light, three gallons if it is 
heavy. 

Newly planted trees should be 
braced with wires or tied to a strong 
stake. Pieces of worn-out garden 
hose are useful to prevent the wire 
from cutting into the tree. The 
trunks should be wrapped with long 
strips of burlap or a commercial 
tree wrap to prevent entrance of 
borers (see September Better Homes 
& Gardens, page 124). A heavy 
mulch applied around shrubs and 
trees will keep the soil warm in the 
fali and promote root development. 

Newly planted trees and shrubs 
must be pruned to help them be- 
come re-established quickly. Since 
many roots are lost in transplanting, 
some of the top should be removed. 
Cut out a third to a half of the weak- 
est limbs of trees and partly head 
back all shoots that remain. The 
tops of shrubs, also, should be re- 
duced about the same proportion. 
Cut out the oldest canes and leave 
the young ones. 

In planting “balled and bur- 
lapped” evergreens, the holes should 
be dug about 12 inches deeper and 
wider than the root ball. Set the 
plant in the hole, cut the cord, and 
turn back the burlap to the sides. 
Firmly pack the soil around the ball. 
Soak well with water. Mulch to en- 
courage rooting. Then protect your 
new evergreens from strong winter 
winds by erecting burlap or snow- 
fence screens around them. 














Protect your house when it’s nec- 
essary to put a ladder up against 
an outside wall, by putting an old 
pair of heavy wool socks or even a 
pair of mittens over the top ends 
of the ladder. Keeps it from sliding, 
too.—L. E. Dunkin, South Bend.

The First Thought tn Barns 













Thousands of Americans have seen the 
official Prisoner of War Exhibit, now on 
national tour. Here is the story of how one 
American soldier, Capt. John L. Creech, 
of Woonsocket, Rhode Island, kept -him- 
self occupied and his comrades alive by 
operating a greenhouse at a German 
prison camp at Sczubin, Poland, after 
being captured in North Africa. Captain 
Creech was awarded the Bronze Star for 
his contribution to the health and nutri- 
tion of his fellow prisoners. 


OrriziERLAGER 64 was just 
like any of a hundred German prison 
camps—crowded, surrounded by 
barbed wire and _trigger-happy 
guards, and with water available 
only a few hours each day. Standard 
cooking’ equipment consisted of a 
soup pot and a potato boiler—all 
there was. 

Our spokesman, Col. Thomas 
Drake, an enthusiastic gardener, in- 
sisted that every scrap of land be 
used to produce food. In 1943, the 
Germans used nearly 2% acres in- 
side the camp for their own gardens, 
but Colonel Drake managed to get 
that land for us in 1944. By then, our 
meals had degenerated to the follow- 
ing menu: breakfast—hot water for 
the coffee sent us by the Red Cross;

lunch—small plate of cabbage or 
carrot soup plus our daily slice of 
moldy bread; supper—two or three 
soggy, half-rotten, stinking potatoes. 
Once a week we got an ounce each 
of German margarine (useful only as 
shoe polish), beet jam, beet sugar, a 
sliver of highly odoriferous cheese, 
and nine ounces of meat. 


We get a greenhouse. Colonel 
Drake also talked the Germans into 
turning over to us the 60-foot green- 
house that happened to be in our 
camp area. I, who had just received 
my college degree in floriculture 
before the war, became its manager.

I started 
6,000 tomato plants in them and 
talked the Germans into giving us 
three coldframes, which I promptly 
filled with beet and lettuce seeds. 
Since we needed food desperately, 
I tried to remember the schemes my 
brother had used back in Rhode 
Island, in the tiny greenhouse that 
produced so much each year. 


Our choice in vegetables. Every- 
one wanted tomatoes, onions, and 
leeks, while most of us also voted for 
lettuce, radishes, beets, and carrots. 
German tomatoes are small, mealy, 
and tasteless. It was no wonder that 
guards shook their heads when they 
saw our 6,000 plants.

woman who ran the local nursery in 
Sczubin. ' 

A bewildering assortment of seeds 
poured in on us from the American 
Red Cross and the Royal Horticul- 
tural Society of London. We had 
just about every kind of vegetable 
I’d ever heard of, as well as most of 
the flowers. 

The French and Dutch Red Cross 
groups also sent garden supplies. An 
excellent collection of choice tulips 
and narcissi were sent by the Dutch 
later on, and were forced in the 
greenhouse in time for Christmas, 
1944. Our anonymous bulb-grow- 
ing Dutch friends presumably pre- 
ferred to give their better varicties 
to us, rather than risk having Ger- 
man looting teams seize them for 
shipment to Germany. 


Many uses fer our flewers. The 
blooms were used each Sunday in 
chapel, and each “female” player 
in our theater’s stage productions 
was identified to the audience by a 
corsage I put together. We even 
managed to find enough pots to 
supply a flowering plant to each 
sick man. The graves of those who 
died received wreaths. 


Greenhouse inspection. Every 
Saturday the Germans inspected the 
camp minutely. Altho they poked 
around the greenhouse, they always 
seemed apologetic and made only a 
cursory inspection. Naturally, we 
soon learned to use the greenhouse 
for concealing anything likely to 
cause trouble during the weekly 
search of our quarters. 

The gestapo also inspected reg- 
ularly, but rarely found anything to 
complain about, since our German 
guards, liking our cigarettes and 
candy, warned us a few days in 
advance. One time the gestapo un- 
wittingly provided the answer to a 
pressing problem. 

We had been wondering all sum- 
mer how we would get enough 
strength to spade the garden the 
next spring. The gestapo, certain 
that we spent so much time in the 
plot because we had something 
hidden there, marched a garrison 
into the garden late in the fall and 
systematically spaded every plot. 
We stood laughing at them, in- 
dicating to each other. that the 
Germans were missing our hiding 
place whenever it appeared that a 
garden area might be missed, where- 
upon the maddened Germans turned 
tospade every inch they had skipped. 


Seissors trim for our lawn. Julian 
Bogess, a doctor in Louisiana in 
prewar days, relieved his tension 
and jumpy nerves after hospital 
duty by caring for a flower garden. 
I saw him often on hands and knees, 
clipping his tiny lawn with a pair of 
scissors. Doctors were allowed an 
occasional walk outside the camp; 
Bogess invariably returned with 
oa of plants he had seen in Sczubin. 

en he later was transferred to an 
enlisted men’s camp, he carried 
along our contribution of seeds to 
spread the cheer we had found in 
gardening.

eight-foot porch seems pretty wide.” 

“But that will make it less than 
six feet at the other end. The roof 
line isn’t level; it loses about 12 
inches in the 36-foot length of the 
house.

Dad took a few more appraisals 
and announced that he would buy 
roofing that afternoon.

Days shortened. Dusk had come 
by 7 o’clock.

Even the tenant who farmed the 
place shivered at the thought of a 
winter at Thistledowns. We had no 
heating system beyond the antique 
wood range I had bought for $10, in 
a sentimental moment. 

“We won’t be cold!” I vowed. The 
next day, singlehanded, I reputtied 
all 12 panes in each of the dozen 
ancient windows. Where the wood 
strips were rotted away, I used ad- 
hesive tape.

Our shallow well was fed by a 
spring which bubbled from lime- 
stone 30 feet down.

How to Clean 


YOUR 


Venetian Blinds 


You can do it the experts’ 
way in only half an hour 


By Carl Hamilton Adam 


Aut the beauty of Venetian blinds 
fades for many homeowners when 
they think about cleaning them. 

Actually, anyone can clean a 
shade the way a professional service- 
man does in just half an hour. Slats 
gleaming clean, no dirty splashes 
on windows or tapes. 

You can work at the double wash- 
tub in your laundry, or use any big 
tub or bucket. Equipment: screw- 
driver, light hammer, powdered 
laundry soap, large sponge, two 
pieces of rope 18 inches or longer. 





NULLS US BDUBEEDD 


First, tie pieces of rope over a fur- 
nace or water pipe near the wash- 
tubs, high enough for the blind to 
hang about 2 feet from the floor. 
Then knot each loop forming a sec- 
ond loop to accommodate ends of 
the blind frame. 

To remove the blind, pull it to 
top of frame and lock the rope. Take 
the blind from its holders, loosening 
safety catches or unscrewing holding 
screws. On “tailor-made” blinds 
mark location of window for easier 
replacing. Take down the box slat 
at top, too. If your blind has a built-

in, enclosed head, don’t dismantle it. 
Now suspend frame from rope 
loops and let the blind down to full 
length, slats parallel with the floor. 
Tip up the bottom slat. With screw- 
driver or nail puller, remove some of 
tacks from each tape to uncover hole 
thru which cord runs. (Most tapes 
are held by two tacks so only one is 
removed.)

Untie knots in cord ends. Then 
pull cord free of slats and loop it 
around the heavy frame slat at top. 
(Frame slats, top and bottom, aren’t 
removed.) Now slats slip out easily. 

Fill washtub or bucket with warm 
soapy water, but not heavy suds. 


Too much soap may take paint off 
slats. 

You can wash six or eight slats at 
a time. Have very little water in the 
sponge—too much makes them 
harder to rinse. Slats should be gone 
over only once or twice to clean 
them. 

Rinse in cold water. A hose is con- 
venient. Or dip water from another 
tuband pour over slats.When they’re 
thoroly rinsed, stand them on end 
against the wall to dry. 

Now wash the box slat and heavy 
pieces of the frame, top and bottom, 
It’s easiest to wash top pieces by 
opening and closing the blind. 

















Rinse with sponge squeezed lightly 
thru cold water. Wipe with drier 
sponge. 

At this point examine tapes and 
cords for wear. If needed, new ones 
are available at good hardware and 
home-furnishings stores. Be sure new 
and old are the same length. Also 
check that the cross-tapes, which 
hold the slats, are the right distance 
apart on new tapes. They come in 
several sizes. 

Dry clean tapes and cords when 
they are soiled. They’ll shrink, so

How to Clean Your 


Venetian Blinds

By this time slats will be dry 
enough for reassembling. Put the 
first slat in at the top very carefully 
so ropes will hang free. It may be 
easier to replace extra-long slats 
when blind is partly closed so that 
slats rest at 45-degree angle. 

When all slats are in, begin 
threading the ropes thru. Cross- 
tapes are alternated to left and right 
of the rope. To go between them, 
rope must run straight down the 
center of vertical tapes. 

Thread rope thru hole in heavy 
bottom slat—you may have to clip 
the frayed end to do it. Then knot it 
and push into the large cutout area 
surrounding the hole. Replace tape 
and tacks. 


Raise and lower blind several 
times to test it. Open and close slats, 
too. It works? You’re then ready to 
raise the slats to top of frame, lock 
rope, and replace blind at window. 

Fasten safety catches securely. If 
blind is held in place by screws, re- 
place all of them. When it is fastened 
in the hangers and box slat is in 
place, test it once again. 

There! You’ve done a professional 
job. Your gleaming blinds prove it.

Hoes Your Voice 


Your normal way of talking has more to do with 


whether people like you than manners, clothes, or cos- 
metics. Executive or bricklayer, homemaker or career 
woman, office boy or schoolgirl, you can do a lot to 
improve your fortune by improving the way you speak 


Totp his speaking voice was all 
that barred him from a well-paid 
executive job, an ex-Army captain 
was flabbergasted. He’d never given 
a tumble to his voice or thought it 
important. The personnel manager 
pointed out tactfully that the cap- 
tain’s voice was harsh, strident, 
dominating. It would irritate people. 

Acting on the advice, the ex- 
captain had his voice overhauled by 
a competent coach. In two weeks he 
was back with a new one. The sharp 
edges had been removed. He got 
the job. 

Judging by the crowded speech 
clinics in colleges over the country, 
America is more voice-conscious 
today than ever before. Firms are 
hiring specialists to take the kinks 
out of employees’ voices. They find 
it good business. People are shedding 
sectional and foreign accents. Doc- 
tors, bankers, homemakers, and 
teen-age boys and girls are discov- 
ering the social and business ad- 
vantages of a well-groomed voice. 

For your speaking voice can be a 
million-dollar asset or a millstone 
around your neck. It is far more 
than a means of communication. 
Every time you speak, you broad- 
cast to the discerning your age, 
nationality, section from which you 
came, breeding, state of health, and 
disposition. The speaking voice, say 
the experts, has more to do with 
whether people like you or not than 
clothes, cosmetics, and manners, 
altho we spend much more time and 
money on the last named. Your 
voice is the key to your personality. 


To VERIFY this, look into your 
own experience. Every day, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, you size 
up people you first meet by their 
voices. Here’s a chap who talks with 
too much hesitation. Can you place 
confidence in him or feel that he is 
really sure of himself? Here’s an- 
other who gushes on in a steady 
stream. You put him down as shal- 
low. Now comes a girl, otherwise 
attractive, but you dislike her for 
some reason or other—you don’t 
know just why. Ten to one, it’s the 
whine in. her voice. Above all else, 
men hate a whiny voice in women. 

On the other hand, what often 
gets you about a person is some vocal 
subtlety, whether you sense it or not. 

A few lucky souls, about 5 in 100, 
are born with good voices. The rest 
of us have to work for them. You 
don’t know how your voice sounds 


to others unless you make a record ~ 


and listen to the playback, a pre- 
liminary procedure at voice clinics. 
After taking a speech course, a 
student listened to the record he 


made before he started training. 
“Gosh,” he exclaimed, “did I really 


talk like that?” 


Any normal person can have a 
good speaking voice. The secret is 
in knowing what makes one and 


taking steps to cultivate it. 


Waar does make a good voice? 
I took that question to one best 
qualified to answer it, Frances Rob- 
inson-Duff. For the past 25 years, 
Miss Duff has coached screen stars, 
from Mary Pickford to Clark Gable 


and Katherine Hepburn. 


The simple essentials of a good 
voice, according to Miss Duff, are 
these: to be Aeard (understood), and 
felt. If you aspire to public appear- 
ance, you'll give a lot of attention 
to the first, spend hours on articu- 
lation exercises, on cultivating a 
voice that carries to the far corners. 

Are you understood the first 
time you speak, especially over the 
phone? One reason women are not 
is because they have the habit of 
pitching the voice a few tones 
higher the moment they pick up the 
receiver. If you can be clearly under- 


stood, you’re one up on the count. 
Dr. Curtis M. Muncie, New York 
ear specialist, claims that 45 percent 
of Americans aren’t understood per- 
fectly by people with normal hearing 
because of careless speaking habits 
and fatigue. The least hint of tired- 
ness shows in your voice—as do 
signs of tension. During the un- 
certain days of the Munich crisis, 
there was an outbreak of hoarseness 
and loss of voice in London and 
Paris. The complaint was so preva- 
lent the newspapers called it ‘Mu- 
nich sore throat.” So, if you would 
be understood, rule one is to get 
enough rest and eliminate tension. 


ANOTHER rule is to watch your 
articulation. Common faults of ar- 
ticulation are talking too fast, run- 
ning words together, as in “‘J’eat?” 
for “Did you eat?’”’, and failure to 
observe punctuation, pause, and 
emphasis. In the last respect, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, who had one of 
the best voices on the air, was a past 
master. He timed his pauses we 
emphasized the important words, 
and never ran out of breath when 
he reached a period, a pitfall of 
some less-successful speakers. 
Even more important is the other 
essential; is your voice felt by others 
the way you intend it to be, does tt 
convey the right feeling tone? Emo 
tions are invariably mirrored in the 
tone of your voice. When you't 
feeling on top of the world, you! 
voice is well pitched, firm, 
hearty. When you’re blue, it scrap

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bottom, is weak, dispirited, gloomy. 

Now good emotions—happy ones 
—and bright moods tend to reflect 
in a better, more vital quality of 
voice. The reverse is true of bad ones 
(worry, fear, irritation, anger, dis- 
couragement, boredom, and the 
like). One way to get rid of unde- 
sirable emotions and moods is to 
change your personality. Here’s a 
simple, tangible, direct way to 
begin: 

Change your personality by changing 
your vowce! 

Consider an instance. ‘“‘Good 
morning” can be said in such a way 
as to convey a number of different 
feeling tones. It’s just as tho you 
were playing an organ and pulling 
out stops for different registers. Here 
are a few: 

You’re blue and out of sorts. 

It’s a purely perfunctory duty. 

It’s a habitual, dead-level greet- 

ing sans feeling. 

You are preoccupied. 

You dislike the person and give a 

grudging greeting. 

You’re surprised at seeing him up 

so early. 

You mean it—you’re genuinely 

pleased. 

The tone you use to greet an old 

pal you haven’t seen in years. 

Now your voice shows its most 
fetching register, a round, resonant, 
vital quality, when you pull the 
last two organ stops. Imagine what 
would happen to your personality 
and to the people about you if you 
made a habit of using these tones. 

Miss Duff insists that vitality is 
personality, in short, that the degree 
to which you are alive determines 
your personality. 


Now the seat of vitality, accord- 
ing to Miss Duff, is the diaphragm, 
that dome-shaped muscle that sepa- 
rates chest from abdomen. The qual- 
ity of your voice depends largely on 
how you use your diaphragm in 
breathing, and it’s desirable to be- 
come conscious of it. 
_Put your hands just below your 
ribs and cough. That’s the dia- 
phragm you feel. Actors punch their 
diaphragms frequently to stimulate 
them. A baby can ery for two hours 
Without impairing the voice because 
he uses the diaphragm naturally 
and correctly. But the average adult 
doesn’t when he hoots his head off 
at a ball game. Result is, he’s hoarse 
for a number of hours. 
A well-produced tone starts from 
the diaphragm. First you inhale, 
packing the air against the belt,” as 
the actors say; then let go from the 
diaphragm instead of pushing and 
Squeezing the tone out the throat. 
0 get the feel of it, take a deep 
reath and grunt, “uh, uh, uh, uh, 
uh,” keeping throat and jaw open 
and relaxed. Inhale once more and 
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count loudly and vigorously, “1-2- 
3-4-1-2-3-4.”” Remember to keep the 
throat relaxed. To contract it only 
results in hard, metallic tone. 


Your vocal cords are like violin 
strings; they sound, but this initial 
sound needs reinforcement for a 
full-bodied tone. The pleasing tone 
of the violin is due to the wooden 
box vibrating with the strings. The 
pleasing voice is produced a the 
chest, head, nose, sinuses, even the 
bones, vibrate. The tone is impaired 


- when any of these vibrations are 


stopped, as when you hold your 
nose and something comes out like, 
‘Sprig has cub.” The nose should vi- 
brate freely with clear nasal passages. 

To help you vibrate, try this. 
Take a deep breath and start a 
yawn. A natural yawn is one of the 
best means of relaxing your jaw, 
tongue and other parts of speech. 
Instead of finishing the yawn, sing 
out a full, round “Ah,” as in father. 
Don’t force it. A small amount of 
breath is sufficient, but give it vol- 
ume. Prolong the tone so you feel 
the vibrations in head and chest. 
Now close the mouth and let the 
“‘m’’ sound continue thru the nose. 
Try for resonance and color. 

Follow up by speaking the word 
“home.” Draw it out, getting the 
humming “‘m” sound and its vibra- 
tions. Practice some more for reso- 
nance. 

Do these as a workout mornings 
in the bathroom, which is a good 
place because you’re alone, the 
acoustics are good, and your voice 
sounds like a million. In doing this 
daily stint, you will be getting feel- 
ing, range, and vitality into the voice. 

Now take such a piece as Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg Address and deliver it 
as tho before an audience. Listen to 
your voice and analyze it on these 
points. Do you vibrate when speak- 
ing? Do you get different tones in 
your speech? Avoid, by all means, 
the dead-level voice; it generally 
accompanies the dead-pan face. 
Experiment with different tone 
levels and see how they sound. Em- 
phasize the important words. Watch 
timing, pauses, punctuation. 

Take every opportunity you can 
to read aloud, observing the con- 
siderations just named. 

As your voice begins to take on 
life and vibrancy—you will natur- 
ally become more voice conscious. In 
listening to voices on the air, you’ll 
be able to pick out the good and the 
bad points in each. You’ll know 
what makes your favorite good. 
Only don’t try for too literal an imi- 
tation of your favorite. Since voice 
reflects personality, you want both 
to be your own. In that voice of 
yours, you have a potential gold 
mine. Believe me, that vein is worth 
cultivating.

There was a lad in our outfit who 
got along well enough. Back in the 
states he had a wife and a baby son. 
**T’ll finish it,’ he said, “I can stand 
it. But I don’t want my son ever to 
be in this army. That’s about the 
worst thing I can imagine ever hap- 
pening to my boy.” 


Tuere was a boy from an ar- 
mored division lying in our hospital 
for some days with an amputated 
leg. “Somehow I don’t mind it so 
much,”’ he said. ““This means that it 
is over for me. For two years I have 
not been a man. I have been a slave. 
I took orders every day from a de- 
generate and an illiterate. The de- 
generate waS my company com- 
mander. The illiterate was my first 
sergeant.” 

There was a young second lieu- 
tenant, disliked and humiliated 
daily by his commanding officer. 
“TI can stand his tyranny,” he said, 
*‘but it is so uncalled-for, so useless. 
I do my duty just as well as he.” 

There were always cases like those 
of the young college graduate, held 
to the grade of private, who spent 
most of his time policing latrines, 
the musician who was made a cook, 
the religious lad who insisted upon 
his right to go to church and who 
was consequently the butt of coarse 
ridicule by his sergeant and others. 


Tue crux of the matter is simply 
that the army habitually and every- 
where violates human personality. 
It is not only autocratic but at the 
same time stupid. It seldom recog- 
nizes ability and merit; it rewards 
the bootlickers and the politicians; it 
does everything in its power to crush 
the spirit of a man and to make of 
him an automaton. Having once 
succeeded, it criticizes him for lack 
of initiative. 

At the center of the training pro- 
gram there is always just that contra- 
diction. The army intensively trains 
a man to be an unthinking robot, 
obeying orders blindly. Men are 
clearly told over and over again that 
they are not to think, but merely to 
obey. At the same time, they are ex- 
pected to be daring heroes, able to 
grasp a situation boldly and come 
out of it covered with success and 
glory. The army wants to have its 
cake and eat it, too. This basic 
ideological conflict, which appears 
repeatedly in its training program, 
its rules and directives, confuses 
everyone from young draftees to the 
high command itself. 


Your boy will not like the army. 
He will endure it with the stoic good 
courage of most young soldiers. He 
will make some friends. He will 
undergo some good experiences, 
along with a number of bad ones. 
He may see a bit of the world. But 
he will not be happy. 

I knew with a considerable degree 
of intimacy several hundred army 
men in my own organization and, 
as chaplain, had direct contact with 
most of the 30,000 patients who 
passed thru the 102nd Evacuation 
Hospital, half of them battle casual- 
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ties direct from the front. I also had 
many opportunities to know and 
observe assorted personnel from all 
types of army organizations. 

Only a scanty handful of all these 
soldiers liked the army. Only a very 
few were happy. Most of them were 
definitely unhappy and anxious for 
the time when they could be free 
civilians again. These men served 
under the urgency of actual warfare. 
Even so, except in combat itself, 
their lives were largely idle or were 
spent in a wasteful, senseless routine. 
Their days were dull. Their en- 
vironment too often was evil. Life 
in the peacetime army will be even 
more futile and tiresome. 

Some argue that a year of army 
training will result in physical bene- 
fits to American youth. This is an- 
other untenable argument. 

In the first place, many who might 
be helped by a course in physical 
training will be rejected as physically 
defective. The apparently healthy 
youths who “‘make the grade”’ will 
be immunized for typhoid, tetanus, 
and smallpox. They could secure the 
same protection as civilians. They 
will have mass examinations, like a 
herd of cattle, of eyes, teeth, tonsils, 
ears, and hearts. This is no more 
than children in most public schools 
now receive. The only difference is 
that school children usually get a 
more thoro and honest examination. 


Tue boys will play athletic games 
in the army, under compulsion. But 
probably they would play more 
games, and spend more time at 
them, in their schools and parks and 
home playgrounds. Certainly they 
would have more fun at their games. 
In the army, their physical training 
will consist largely of such activities 
as marches, obstacle courses, and 
field maneuvers. The long, senseless 
marches, up to 25 miles and more, 
with a full pack, will break down 
some men. For the others, they do 
nothing more than build up a tem- 
porary toughness and endurance, 
easily lost in a few weeks. Obstacle 
courses are severe physical strains— 
impossible tests for some men. Field 
maneuvers are little more than a 
summer camping trip, with the fun 
and freedom removed. 

I will not argue that the army’s 
physical training program is useless, 
or that it is harmful to the average 
boy. Probably for city boys who lack 
recreational facilities it is good. But 
even for many, many city lads, and 
for most small town and country 
boys, it offers nothing they could not 
have at home. 

I have known men who were ac- 
tually injured by the army’s physical 
training program. They were fellows 
with defects that were not discovered 
during preinduciion physical ex- 
aminations. I’ve known of men with 
bone defects who tried to do the long 
marches and could not, men with 
incipient heart diseases which be- 
came acute under the grueling 
training, men _ with tubercular 
lesions, stomach ulcers, nervous and 
mental abnormalities, and a mis- 
cellany of constitutional defects. In 
civilian life they could favor them- 
selves and get along. Under the 
army training program, which is 
not a mild conditioning process, but 
so severe as to be little short of 
brutal, many of them cracked up.

some suffered permanent injury. 

Such individuals get scant sym- 
pathy in the army. They are called 
gold-bricks, tho many of them are in 
no sense shirkers. At Brest, I wit- 
nessed an autopsy upon an infantry- 
man who died in our hospital of a 
battle wound. His lungs were bound 
to the chest wall and to each other 
by a network of adhesions. The tis- 
sue was dotted thruout with small, 
hard, calcined nodules. It’s doubt- 
ful if this poor G.I. was ever able to 
do a 25-mile march. He was prob- 
ably one of the abused gold-bricks 
of his outfit who had to complete his 
marches in a truck. Actually he once 
had, and perhaps continued to have, 
tuberculosis. 

The moral value of a year in the 
army is flatly nothing. It is even less 
than nothing. It represents in most 
cases a loss. Say what you please to 
the contrary, and excuse it however 
you will, the simple fact is that the 
three great sports of soldiers the 
world over, and particularly of 
American soldiers, are gambling, 
liquor, and women. There is more 
than an even chance that your 
young son will learn too much about 
all three. His associates, his officers, 
and the policy of the army itself will 


encourage him. The army has no 


penalty for gambling. It does not 
object to drinking, and makes al- 
cohol in some form or other avail- 
able for its men. It encourages sexual 
promiscuity by operating prophylac- 
tic stations and distributing free con- 
traceptive devices to soldiers. The 
army expects its personnel to gamble, 
to drink, to curse, to carouse, and to 
have venereal diseases. 

Private X is an illustration of what 
the army may do to your son. When 
I first saw this lad, he was an 18- 
year-old draftee, timid, inexperi- 
enced, sensitive, and weak. Thrown 
into barracks life with rough, loud- 
mouthed soldiers, and subjected toa 
rugged training program, he found 
it almost more than he could bear. 
He literally wept upon the chaplain’s 
shoulder, and suffered intensely from 
homesickness. The months passed 
and Private X began to toughen up. 
His second stage of development 
was that of a good, conscientious 
soldier. This, one felt, was the nor- 
mal development for this particular 
boy. 

But, like so many others, he con- 
tinued into a third stage, the army 
stage. Private X became a profane, 
vulgar, loudmouthed oaf, irrespon- 
sible and unreliable. This lad who 
had never tasted a bottle of beer 
when the army took him over, was 
within 18 months a spree drunkard. 
He finally left us in Germany for a 
venereal disease center. His case is 
typical. Slowly, but steadily, army 
life made of this shy, inexperienced 
kid a worthless roughneck. I 
watched his degeneration, powerless 
to prevent it. 

Then, too, there was the case of 
Sergeant Y. He was a decent boy 
from a small Southern town. He 
married while in camp in the States. 
Overseas, he was proud of his wife 
and the baby he had never seen. 
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A good job awaited him at home, 
and he talked at length of his family. 
Sergeant Y did not go home. One 
night in Germany he shot himself in 
the head. He was facing a court- 
martial for the rape of a German 
woman. He was guilty. Rather than 
bear the disgrace, he killed himself. 
Sergeant Y was not the kind of man 
who commits rape. But in the army 
one does things one would never 
dream of doing in civilian life. 


Tus is the environment that 
awaits your boy. Let the War De- 
partment deny it until it is blue in 
the face, but that is what he actually 
faces. Those of us who have been in 
the army know that this is it. 

The officers themselves are not 
going to be a good influence upon 
your son. What I saw of the officer 
class during the war was, as a group, 
more deficient in morals and man- 
ners than the enlisted men. In the 
peacetime army your son will be 
under the control of regular army 
officers. I knew many of these career 
soldiers during the war, and, with a 
very few exceptions, they were 
second- and third-rate individuals, 
trained by the caste system to relish 
their little authority, to look down on 
all beneath their rank and to fawn 
on all above it. They were gifted in 
shirking responsibility and in passing 
the buck, fearful of initiative and 
originality, interested principally in 
their own advancement and in the 
petty social life of their clique. The 
army system molds its personnel 
after this pattern, and perhaps the 
individual is not entirely to blame. 

However that may be, it is diffi- 
cult to find many men of first-rate 
ability and intelligence among army 
careerists. But they are the men 
who will control your son’s life un- 
der compulsory military training. 
Do not deceive yourself. Not many 
of these professional militarists will 
care what happens to your boy. 
Their concern is for what happens 
to themselves. 


As FOR the educational value of a 
year in the army, the only rewards 
your boy can hope for are travel and 
a bit of technical training. The latter 
will be no better than offered by 
many schools and, more than likely, 
may be so specialized that it will 
have no value in civilian life. 

Army schools I have seen or at- 
tended fall into two classes. One is a 
monotonous drudgery, directed by 
pompous martinets. The other is 
simply a joke, affording a vacation 
for the student, but no schooling. 

The army is not an educational 
institution. It is absurd to think that 
your boy will get the equivalent of a 
year in high school or college by 
spending a year in the army. He 
won’ t. 

Compulsory military training has 
little to offer your son. It will waste a 
year, interrupt his education, and 
subject him to corrosive influences 
that may leave their mark upon him 
for life. It may harden him into the 
young tough preferred by some of 
our blood-and-guts generals. The 
army is a good place for young 
toughs. But if your son is a decent 
lad, the army is a brutal, unhappy 
place for him to be. If he is a sensi- 
tive, timid lad it is a tragic place. If 
he is a weak lad, physically or moral- 
ly, it may well prove a fatal place.

Plant for Winter Interest 


By E. L. Kammerer 
Morton Arboretum, Lisle, Illinois 


CHOSEN wisely, your planting 
combinations can make your gar- 
den a colorful, interesting winter 
picture. Here is an easy-to-follow 
outline of the special attractions you 
can have. 


Needle-leaved evergreens im- 
part warmth and stability, and their 
distinctive habit, texture, and colors 
bring an interest obtainable in no 
other way. For greatest distinction, 
consider hemlocks, fine textured 
and graceful; yews, richest of greens; 
Pfitzer junipers, best knee-high 
spreading junipers; and the dwarf, 
spreading junipers—Andorra, blue- 
green, and Waukegan, rosy-purple. 


Bread-leaved evergreens, of 
questionable hardiness in many 
parts of the country, pose a real 
challenge. A single plant can inject 
more cheer into a landscape than 
dozens of easier-to-grow plants. 

Try, at least, bigleaf wintercreep- 
er, equally good as groundcover, 
wall climber, or scrambling dwarf 
shrub. The glossy evergreen leaves, 
like those of rhododendrons, serve 
as thermometers, expanding in hot 
weather, curling tightly to cigar 
shape in cold. 

Christmas-roses (Helleborus), re- 
sembling giant white buttercups, 
frequently do well, as do myrtle, 
pachysandra, and Baltic ivy. 


Semi-evergreens do much to ease 
the transition from autumn to win- 
ter. Leaves of Mentor barberry, 
Burkwood viburnum, carpet bugle, 
and winter honeysuckle remain pre- 
sentable long after cold weather 
arrives. 


Persistent brown foliage is sur- 
prisingly interesting. Hornbeams, 
beeches, and many oaks provide a 
satisfying warmth in tans, browns, 


and russets, blending well with the 
winter tones of evergreens and the 
bright twig and fruit colors of many 
deciduous shrubs. 


Berried plants add the finishing 
touches to winter combinations, en- 
hancing the beauty of evergreens 
‘and benefiting from the rich back- 
ground they provide. For red fruits, 
grow the showy Scarlet Winterberry, 
Washington or Cockspur thorn; for 
frosty wine-red, Sargent and _ the 
lustrous dark Zumi crabapples. Also 
try Oriental photinia, smooth sumac, 
the brilliant, Chinese-red hips of 
Japanese roses, and the huge, trans- 
lucent-scarlet berries of the cran- 
berry bush. 

Selection among other fruit colors 
is limited. For pink, try green-stem 
Winterberry euonymous. For or- 
ange, Oriental] bittersweet, a sprawl- 
ing vine, and Sea buckthorn, tall and 
shrubby, are best. 

Garden snowberries, nearest ap- 
proach to long-lasting white fruits, 
remain decorative until softened and 
browned by hard freezes. More 
permanent are the gray bayberries. 


Bright winter twig coler pro- 
vides winter’s most cheerful effect— 
lemon-vellow dogwood, golden 
weeping willow, dark-red Bailey 
dogwood, and green-stem kerria. 
Equally pretty are the twigs of sil- 
very-gray beech and Chinese .elms, 
polished brown cotoneasters, and 
frosty reddish blackcap raspberries. 


Decorative bark comes into added 
prominence during winter months. 
For shaggy bark, grow the flaky, 
orange-brown -iver birch or paper- 
bark maple, shagbark hickory, oF 
mottled sycamore. Paper and gray 
birch, white poplar, quaking aspen, 
hornbeam, and European beech have 
tight-fitting bark, gray, almost white.

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No. 1 Enemy of 
House Plants

Once you’ve had mealy bugs on 
your plants, you’ll agree. They are 
enemy No. 1. 

Mealy bugs cripple plants by 
puncturing plant cells and sucking 
out the juices. Often disease is 
blamed, because mealy bugs don’t 
look like insects. Infested plants ap- 
pear to have a generous sprinkling 
of quarter-inch cottony ovals, seem- 
ingly glued to stems and leaves. 
When the pests are numerous, plants 
look as tho they are moldy. 

Mealy bugs have no wings, but 
this does not seriously retard their 
activities. They walk around freely, 
tho so slowly you think they are per- 
manent spots on your plants. When 
feeding on plants, the insects excrete 
a sticky “honeydew.” Unless this is 
washed off the plant, a sooty-black 
fungus may soon grow in it. This 
adds to the sickly appearance of 
your plants. More than this, ants 
may be attracted by the honeydew. 
Frequently, the ants carry the mealy 
bugs to other plants. 

Females spin a big, cotton tangle 
when ready to lay their eggs. 
Healthy females lay 300 to 500 eggs 
at a time. 

The pest may remain alive, tho 
inactive, for months when food is 
unavailable. Many cases are known 
where adult insects wintered on 
plant stakes or in stored clay pots. 


Centrol: 


1. Don’t invite mealy bugs to 
come to your house. Isolate all new 
cuttings and plants until you are 
sure they are not bringing the pest 
as an unwanted guest. 

2. Isolate the plant immediately 
when you find a mealy bug on any 
of your plants. 

3. Wash used plant stakes and 
containers thoroly in hot soapsuds. 

4. Make cuttings only from insect- 
free shoots. A single mealy bug can 
start a whole colony by the time the 
cutting is rooted and established as a 
new plant. 

5. All plants except those with 
hairy foliage may be sprayed week- 
ly with warm water. 

6. Any control that prevents mealy

You can use a 
small brush to touch each insect 
with a small drop of alcohol, cologne, 
or nail-polish remover. These ma- 
terials kill quickly. 

7. Or you can spray or dip the in- 
fested plants. There are special 
miscible summer oils available from 
your garden-supply store. Nicotine 
sulfate, one tablespoon in a gallon of 
warm soapsuds, also makes an ef- 
fective dip. DDT is not of much use. 


PersIsTENCE is the most im- 
portant part of your control pro- 
gram. Repeat treatment every sec- 
ond week until all signs of the pests 
are gone. 

If all your house plants have be- 
come heavily infested with mealy 
bugs, isolate one plant of each va- 
riety in your collection. Get rid of 
all the mealy bugs on these plants, 
then start new plants from these 
insect-free ones.

Things to Do This 


Spring bulbs should be planted now—tulips, daffo- 
dils, hyacinths, crocus, snowflakes, snowdrops, and 
lilies. Get the bulbs into the ground as soon as you re- 
ceive them. Roots are produced fastest when the soil is 
warm. Bulbs need a well-drained soil. Lilies are suc- 


cessful in sunny locations, but flower colors often are 


better and the blooming period prolonged if there is 


light shade at midday. 


Ants will be preparing to move indoors from the gar- 
den. You can kill whole nests of them by using 5- or 


10-percent DDT dust liberally now. 





Things to Do This Month By Region 


Newly planted trees, ¢s- 
pecially those with thin bark 
—sugar maple, beech, and 
flowering dogwood, should 
have their trunks wrapped 
for a year to keep borers out. 

Burlap is easiest to use as wrapping, but heavy, 
waterproof paper can be used. Wrap from the ground 
up. Split openings in the burlap to accommodate 
branches. Catch edges on next wrap. 

Avoid injuring bark during transplanting, and in- 
spect all trees to detect borer damage. Look for loose 
bark, bits of sawdust, tiny holes. A sharp-pointed knife 
makes a good probe, but be sure you lift only borer-in- 
jured bark or you’ll do more damage than borer does. 





Layering often is the sim- 
plest way to get more plants 
ofachoice possession. Simply 
bend a branch down, cover 
part of it with soil, and then 
a few months later separate 


the new plant from its parent. 


To hasten rooting, you can make a cut part way 
thru the branch where it is covered by soil. Many 


plants that are hard to start from cuttings can be 
started easily by layering. 


Sed removed in planting trees and shrubs may be 





sliced two inches thick and used for patching bare 
spots in the lawn. If you have no use for the sod, peel 
off the thin layer of grass roots just under the surface 
before breaking the sod into a loose soil. 


Gladiolus corms should be dug immediately. Allow 
leaves to dry. Then cut them off and store corms. 


Evergreens should be lifted by 
handling the ball. Plants lifted by 
the tops may be severely injured. 
The soil must remain in a tight 
ball to avoid breaking tiny feed- 
er roots. [ Continued on next page 





PACIFIC COAST 


Vegetables such as turnips, car- 
rots, radishes, lettuce, onions, and 
all members of the cabbage family 
do well when started in October. 
Annuals for winter color should 
be sown now. Let your main dis- 
play depend upon cinerarias, cal- 
endulas, snapdragons, stocks, and 
primroses. Start the seeds in pots 
or flats. Use sand or sphagnum 
moss over the seeds. 
Sweetpeas should be sown this 
month in the Northwest for early 
flowers. 
Bermuda grass can be “‘burned”’ 
out of lawns by a liberal October 
application of ammonium sulfate. 
Water heavily for 3 weeks, then 
reseed with bluegrass, using 1 
pound for each 100 square feet of 
lawn. 
Tuberous-rooted begonias need 
to be dried off gradually, but don’t 
delay starting. Tops can be cut off 
the chrysanthemums now, the 
plants divided and reset. 
Curled peach leaves indicate a 
need for a drenching spray with a 
copper fungicide to reduce the 
amount of trouble next year. 
—Alfred C. Hottes. 


SOUTH 


Hardy annuals and vegetables 
can be planted. Garden areas that 
will not be used until spring should 
be planted to rye, wheat, oats, 
vetch, or Austrian peas to protect 
the soil. 
Seedling perennials should be 
moved to their permanent home 
and old plants can be divided. All 
will benefit from a winter mulch of 
peatmoss. In the Lower South, 
perennials started from seed now 
and treated as annuals will give 
excellent results. 
Ryegrass sown now in the Ber- 
muda grass will give a beautiful 
lawn until the Bermuda grass takes 
over again next spring. 
Roses should be sprayed or dusted 
regularly until the leaves are lost, 
but, except in the Lower South, do 
not feed the plants until spring. 
Redspider-mites on sweetpeas 
are easily controlled by dusting 
with sulfur. Oil emulsions contain- 
ing added nicotine sulfate will rid 
camellias of scale. 
Stem borers in dahlias can be 
killed easily by squirting nicotine 
sulfate into the borer hole.

CENTRAL—EAST 


Lawn seeding shouldn’t be de- 
layed. Seeds germinate slowly 
when the weather is coo]. Estab- 
lished lawns should be mowed reg- 
ularly until the soil freezes. 
Tuberous-rooted begonias can 
be protected against early frosts by 
covering with boxes. Frequently, a 
long, cool period, ideal for bego- 
nias, follows the first frosts. 
Trees and shrubs can be moved 
safely now (wait for leaves to drop 
from deciduous plants). Avoid ex- 
posing roots unnecessarily. Once 
dried, roots recover slowly. Dig 
large holes and spread the roots. 
Fill in with fine soil, and firm the 
soil well to avoid air pockets. 
Newly set shrubs should be cut 
back one-third to make up for lost 
roots. Remove the less desirable 
of two branches which rub to 
gether or twist around each other. 
Hedges can be started now—Cal- 
ifornia privet, the hardier Ibota 
privet, hedge barberry, or bitter- 
sweet for formal, clipped hedges; 
and common barberry, mountail 
currant, or deutzia for the soft, 
natural look of informal hedges.

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Peach trees attacked by borers 
can be treated with paradichloro- 
benzene crystals. Time of treatment 
is important. Consult your state 
agricultural college. 

Crystals are put in a circle near 
the trunk but not touching it. Cover 
them with soil to prevent escape of 
the gases. 


Moles, still troublesome in October 
in warm parts of the country, can be 
killed by calcium cyanide pumped 
into their tunnels at six-foot inter- 
vals. Use your garden duster. 

Warning: Be sure no crystals re- 
main in the duster when the mole- 
killing job is done. Cyanide 1s deadly 
to humans! 

Bulbs can be protected against 
mole damage by screening the pest 
out by planting the bulbs in a bas- 
ket made of chicken wire. 


Shredded redwood bark makes a 
good mulch for many plants. The 
mulch will stay fluffy, won’t smother 
plants or encourage rotting. 

Use an inch-thick layer. In windy 
locations, you’ll need a few boughs 
to hold the redwood bark down. 

Peatmoss is also good mulching 
material. Straw and hay tend to 
pack, may smother the plants, par- 
ticularly when there is much ice on 
the ground. 


Rock gardens reconsidered now. 
Many locations justify planting 
rock gardens. You may have been 
disappointed by poor results with 
rare alpine gems, but there are 
numerous dependable plants. This 
time choose these hardy plants and 
locate them so that their roots can 
get under rocks that stop the beating 
midday suns. In hot California and 
Florida gardens, the succulents and 
bulbs make the best choice for plants 
able to prosper thru severe heat. 

Rock gardens should be near the 
privacy areas in which your family 
lives when outdoors. The tiny rock- 
ery plants need to be seen at close 
range. October is a good time to re- 
locate your rock garden. 


Dwart trees for small lots are avail- 
able—crabapples, flowering dog- 
wood, hawthorn, redbud, and var- 
nish trees. They seldom get over 20 
feet high, and you can keep them 
considerably lower. (See January 
Better Homes & Gardens, page 36.) 
Choose plants that have several 
main stems if you want a low, 
spreading tree. 


Treelike shrubs, 8 to 10 feet high, 
are choice—laburnum, winged burn- 
ing bush, Viburnum prunifolium, and 
Oriental photinia. You can em- 
phasize the treelike habit by careful 
pruning when the plants are young. 

Firethorn (Pyracantha coccinea) has 
masses of coral berries that are very 
showy. The plant can be grown as a 
specimen, in a hedge, or trained on 
a wall. It will grow in the shade, 
altho the production of berries will 
be greatly reduced. In areas such as 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania; Colum- 
bus, Ohio; and St. Louis, Missouri, 
the foliage hangs on all winter. It is 
thorny, and makes a good hedge 
where protection is needed. Pyra- 
cantha is extremely difficult to move 
when the plants are large. Many 
growers handle them in big cans or 
large pots.

A HOUSE is most interesting 
when it has a past.

deserved. Such brief inroads as have 
been made in Old Salts Cave, near 
Mammoth, have served merely to 
threaten Carlsbad with another rival 
to the outsize title, with years of 
good neck-risking ahead. 


Expiorinc is for the few. But 
anyone can see a cave. Of the hun- 
dreds which pepper the hills and val- 
leys of these United States, at least 
100 are set up to receive visitors. 
You'll find them everywhere, con- 
centrated in delectable spots like the 
Shenandoah, the Missouri Ozarks, 
the Black Hills, the Rockies, in New 
England, Florida, and New Mexico. 
And you can Vv isit a cave at any time. 

Undefground the temperature is us- 
ually constant at around 50 degrees, 
no matter what the weather outside; 
the artificial lighting as effective on a 
rainy as on a sunny day. Most peo- 
ple, of necessity, make their cave 
trips during the summer. You may 
prefer to avoid the crowds and enjoy 
more comfortable traveling weather. 
In October, the scenery surrounding 
many cave areas is in full fall dress. 
You can make Carlsbad a side trip 
on a winter vacation to the South- 
west. 

Your cave-seeing will not have the 
same flavor as the lone and fearful 
penetration made by the discoverer, 
nor even the same thrill as that of the 
modern explorer, who still manages 
by such primitive links as a ball of 
twine, or a trail of confetti to retrace 
his steps to the surface. Your cave 
will have been preconditioned for 
amateur sight-seeing by wise private 
management or by the National 
Park Service. Guides will keep you 
on dry, and, for the most part, beat- 
en, paths. Stairs, handrails, and, in 
some caves, elevators, will ease your 
way. And some of the world’s most 
skillfully installed indirect lighting 
will both reveal and enhance under- 
ground scenery once picked out but 
dimly by smoky torches. 


Bur no one can enter the fabulous 
underground world without a sense 
of adventure. Behind is the world 
you know. Ahead is a new world, in 
which even commonplace things like 
rock, water, and time perform in an 
unfamiliar pattern. As you enter, 
and the familiar light of day gives 
way to artificial illumination, you 
find that even the air is not as you 
would have predicted. Instead of 
being stale and still, it is fresh and 
coo], conditioned thru secret vents 
by Nature’s superior air-condition- 
ing, and in some caves, pulsing in 
and out, as if Mother Earth were 
quietly breathing. At Wind Cave in 
South Dakota, the breathing is 
gusty. Visitors love to pause at the 
entrance and play weather prophet. 
When the strange gusts, from which 
the cave is named, blow in, all’s 
well. But let it blow out, and you’d 
better check to make sure you rolled 
up the car windows. 

Here, too, beyond the range of the 
electric lights, is darkness such as you 
have never experienced. Here is 
ideal setting for the game all of us 
have sometime or another played:

How do things look when no one is 
there to look at them? It seems in- 
credible that the spun sugar-candy 
effects you see with the aid of elec- 
tricity, the iridescent colors, the 
sparkle and the twinkle, could have 
been created blind. But they were. 
Eyeless fish, minute shrimp sight- 
less as moles, carry on quite com- 
fortably in subterranean’ water, 
thank you. They’ve never missed 
eyes. There’s never been any light 
for them to see. 


SurpRISED to find life in a cave? 
A cave is itself a living thing. Water 
is its breath of being. It was the re- 
lentless force of moving water that 
originally carved out its rocky cor- 
ridors. It was the slow creep of sur- 
face water, laden with minerals, 
that later lavished on it its miracles 
of interior decoration. It is because it 
is still saturated with water that the 
cave you visit today sparkles and 
shimmers and glows like satin and 
jewels. When a cave becomes dry, it 
loses its sheen and color, like the 
pretty stone you picked up on the 
beach. It is a dead cave. 

All caves open for sight-seeing are 
very much alive. In them the un- 
ceasing architecture of centuries is 
still going on. You can hear the car- 
penters at work in the distant mur- 
muring of running water, see them 
in the river flowing beside your path. 
In some caves you can watch the 
drop at the end of the stalactite 
slowly form and swell and fall, leav- 
ing part of its cargo of solids behind, 
depositing the rest of it on the stalag- 
mite below. You are watching a 
cave in the making. 


Time each drop. Calculate the 
age of the lovely form “growing” 
before your eyes in terms of the in- 
finity of drops it took to make it. 
Carlsbad’s Giant Dome, 62 feet high 
and one of the largest stalagmites 
known, was fashioned, they say, at 
the rate of one inch per hundred 
years. Some caves trace their begin- 
ning to the vast upheavals which 
originally formed the mountains 
above them, up to 400 million years 
ago. In such terms, the Pleistocene 
Age is yesterday; the Neanderthal, 
modern man. It is no wonder those 
few moments of complete dark, be- 
fore the rangers begin to sing and 
the lights come on again at Carls- 
bad’s Rock of Ages is a unique 
emotional experience.

The famous bats of Carlsbad 
did more than lead Jim White to its 
discovery. By their droppings, or 
guano (a good fertilizer, by. the 
way), they also left a key to the ca- 
vern’s age. From the amounts re- 
moved, it has been established with 
fair accuracy that ancestors of the 3 
million bats which headquarter in 
Carlsbad have been doing same for 
over 160,000 years. 


In OTHER caves mummies of pre- 
historic Indians with many of their 
implements indicate the cave not 
only existed, but was in use, when 
the country was still all theirs. Or 
take it in an easier dose. Legend, at 
least, has it that early settlers in Vir- 
ginia held their dances in the ball- 
room of Grand Cavern.

the names of early sight-seers, 
thoughtfully inscribed with the year 
1830, on the walls. 


In SOME ways most caves are 
alike: An underground passageway 
leading thru chambers of varying 
size and decoration, many set with 
crystal pools that reflect and double 
the enchantment. Their similarity is 
evidenced by the repetition of cer- 
tain names wherever caves are 
found. You yourself have picked out 
a cloud, a flame, a stalactite, found 
in it a familiar form, named it ac- 
cordingly. So it is quite natural to 
find, in cave after cave, a ballroom, 
a fairy palace, a mirror lake, a ca- 
thedral. On the latter, especial ad- 
miration and love have _ been 
lavished. In some caves the guide 
flicks, with a thumbnail, the blade- 
thin and translucent formations that 
festoon the rocky chapel, so you can 
enjoy the “chimes.” In Lewis and 
Clark Caverns, Montana, the Ca- 
thedral is embellished by not one 
but six successive colored lighting 
schemes. In others, real music has 
been wired in, and you can stand 
quietly a few minutes, under a 
vaulted ceiling rich with fantastic 
stalactites that glow like candelabra, 
amidst fluted stalagmite columns 
and crypts rich with calcite jewels, 
before an altar arched with frosty 
gypsum filigree—and the illusion is 
complete. 


J UST because you’ve seen a cave, 
however, is no reason to pass up an- 
other opportunity. Each cave has 
one or more unique features. To 
visit Timpanogos Cave, you climb. 
The entrance is 7,000 feet up in 
Utah’s scenic Wasatch Mountains, 
and the passageways, a-billow with 
pink and white feather boas, pene- 
trate the mountainside on a level. 
You enter Onondaga Cave, in the 
Missouri Ozarks, by boat, drifting 
into wonderland on an energetic 
little river, which, having made the 
cave for you to see, now extends this 
brief hospitality before it goes on its 
way and lives up to its name by 
getting “lost” again. In spite of 
many painstaking attempts to trace 
their course with soluble dyes and 
floating corks, the source and desti- 
nation of many underground streams 
remain an intriguing mystery. 
Each also puts its own touch on 
the general theme of underground 
decoration. Oregon Caves, in the 
southwest part of the state, are truly 
the “marble halls” the poet dreamt 
he dwelt in, replete with frescoed 
ceilings, sculptured pillars, and am- 
ber satin draperies. South Dakota’s 
Jewel is a tiny jewel box, gleaming 
with dogtooth calcite gems in amber, 
jade, emerald, and topaz. Wind 
Cave boasts a particularly splendid 
showing of boxwork, a Jack-Frost- 
at-your-window effect and just as 
sparkling. In Lewis and Clark Ca- 
verns are rare clusterite, like the 
glass grapes they make for table

them. Lehman Cave, in the high 
desert country of eastern Nevada, is 
hung with “tom-toms,” thin drip- 
stone discs which, when struck with 
the hand, fill the corridors with the 
primeval sound of Indian drums. 

At Skyline Caverns, Virginia, the 
helictite, or cave flower, grows in 
unusual profusion, spraying its 
frosty petal-points from the walls in 
thick, diamond-studded clusters. In 
neighboring Massanutten Caverns, 
Mirror Lake reflects the new faces of 
its visitors, and the delicate coral of 
the ancient pergola that frames it, 
with equal clarity. And in Virginia’s 
lovely Luray, where the flowstone is 
rainbow tinted, is the enormous 
fringed canopy called ‘“Saracen’s 
Tent,” said to be the most perfect 
cave formation anywhere. 


Caves also differ greatly in size. 
And size, apparently, is a matter of 
deep pride to a cave. At least three, 
Montana’s Lewis and Clark, Indi- 
ana’s Shawnee, and Texas’ Long- 
horn, claim to be runners-up to 
Carlsbad and Mammoth. Such 
claims are safely made. It will take 
years of further exploration to put 
each cave in its proper place. Nor is 
size a matter of concern on the part 
of the cave-seer. You will see only 
that part of the cave which has been 
thoroly explored and is most worth 
your while. Your trip consequently 
will range from one mile, as in the 
Cave of the Winds, familiar to and 
well-beloved by all Colorado tour- 
ists, to the all-day journey you make 
at Carlsbad. At Mammoth, you will 
have a choice of four tours, from 114 
hours up. Both Carlsbad and Mam- 
moth entertain all-day visitors at 
lunch in an underground restaurant. 
At Shenandoah Caverns, in Virgin- 
ia, on the other hand, you can take 
your trip whenever you like, and 
order it as short or long, as slowly or 
as fast, as suits your time and energy. 

At any of them, however, you will 
benefit by these considerations. No 
matter how alluring the tempera- 
ture advertised below sounds while 
you're still on the sun-blessed sur- 
face, take a sweater or topcoat. 
You'll need it. Wear comfortable 
shoes. The only caves you can see 
any way except on your own two 
feet are Carlsbad and Shenandoah, 
in both of which those who could 
not see the cave otherwisé can do it 
from a wheel chair. 


Dowt expect too much of your 
own underground photography. The 
peculiar beauties which await you 
there evade even expert photog- 
raphers, with time to study the 
situation, and special lighting. Carls- 
bad discourages cameras, on the 
ground that picture-takers hold up 
the crowd. 

You’ll learn a lot about geology 
on your cave trip. By the time you 
reach the exit, you'll be tossing off 
years by the millions, and glibly 
sparking your sentences with such 
terms as flowstone, helictites, and, 
of course, those two indispensables, 
stalactites and stalagmites. If, when 
you boast of your cave trip later, you 
have the common difficulty of dis- 
tinguishing between the last two, 
here’s a rule-of-thumb trick: stalac- 
tites, spelled with a “‘c,” grow from 
ceilings; stalagmites, with a “g,” 
from the ground.

Near the top of a winding road 
in Wychwood, New Jersey, lies the 
white cottage of the Edward Har- 
rises. Designed by Architect Ray- 
mond QO. Peck of Westfield and 
built by M. W. Vincentsen of Cran- 
ford, it appears to be a small home.

gave them a full view of the garden. 
It also allowed full headroom in the 
bathroom, which could be planned 
over the kitchen for economy in 
plumbing.

and understanding, in their relation-¢ 
ships with children 
sorb a tremendous amount of mis- 
treatment from their young masters 
before they reach a point of open 
revolt or retaliation. 

But occasionally, dogs do turn on 
children, in desperate defense of 
themselves and their feelings. 





We REMEMBER a _ youngster 
next door who spent much of his 
time playing with his dog. The child 
was probably 4 years old. His yard 
was a small one with a high fence. 
Atany rate, the child’s idea of “play” 
was to make life unbearable for his 
pet. Day after day we watched the 
most distressing scenes. A favorite 
pastime of the young master was to 
corner the dog and defy it to escape 
without receiving a sharp blow from 
a long stick. The child generally 
won, to the tune of painful yelps 
from the dog. At times the punish- 
ment seemed unendurable—and we 
wondered, often, where and how it 
would all end. On several occasions 
we had called to the child, asking 
him to desist and treat the animal 
with kindness. But next day, the 
cries of the pained pet would rend 
the air the same as ever. 

We came home one day to see the 
dog lying dead in the gutter in front 
of the child’s home. We learned the 
father had shot the dog for biting his 
tormentor. The dad had loudly pro- 
claimed, ‘‘No dog is going to bite my 
child.” At that, the dog was prob- 
ably a lot better off. 


. 
Nor so long ago, we arrived at a 
friend’s home to witness a near 
tragedy. The 6-year-old child of the 
family was trying to stuff his little 
puppy down the toilet—and was 
rapidly flushing water on the poor 
thing. All hands got there barely in 
time to save the dog—but it was a 
gasping, bewildered, half-dead little 
animal that was pulled back from 
death’s doorstep. The main point of 
this episode is that the child, sur- 
prisingly, was in no way censured 
for the act—and it was later referred 
to as a prank of the “cute” variety. 
“Little Tommy,” added the fond 
father, “‘can think up the darnedest 
ideas.”” Our own reaction was that 
we should have liked to officiate as 
little Tommy’s parent for about 10 
minutes. 

Still another child we know de- 
lighted in binding his pet puppy up 
with wire—while the poor little fel- 
low would lie on its side and moan in 
utter helplessness. Another young- 
ster stuffed sand into his pet’s mouth 
and held its jaws shut, while the 
puppy writhed in agony. 


We COULD go on with a recital 
of many instances of cruelty of chil- 
dren toward dogs. At the same time, 
we by no means want to imply that 
all children mistreat their pets. As a 
matter of fact, our mailbag is pretty 
well filled with the tenderest and 
most beautifully written letters from 
children, about their beloved dogs. 
Children love dogs. They really do. 
By the same token, dogs love chil- 
dren—and hardly a day passes 
when we do not read in our daily 
newspapers of some inspiring bit of

heroism, in which a dog has defend- 
ed its littke master or mistress with- 
out regard for its own life. The num- 
ber of children who have been 
pulled back from drowning, or from 
beneath the wheels of a thundering 
truck, or from a burning home, runs 
well into the tens of thousands. 


Bur just because dogs will go 
thru torture and take any kind of in- 
humane mistreatment a child can 
hand out, is no reason why our off- 
spring should be allowed to tease 
their pets to a point of distraction. 
They should be taught the philoso- 
phy of respect for a dog’s feelings— 
and that there is a danger in tor- 
menting any animal beyond physi- 
cal endurance—even a dog. 

Only the other day, we received a 
leiter from a well-known breeder 
and a true lover of dogs. It said: 
“Several months ago we received 
for breeding one of the sweetest- 
tempered females we had ever seen. 
She was the sort that loved every- 
body, and during the few days she 
was with us we fell in love with her. 
We sent her home—and recently 
she had her puppies. I was horrified 
to receive a letter saying she had 
bitten the child of the family, who 
had rushed by the box where her 

uppies were asleep. Dog and child 
had been true pals for several years. 
Yet the owner was furious and wrote 
me the female was to be destroyed.” 

And this breeder adds the wise 
observation, “Perhaps you ought to 
sound a warning to dog-owners that 
a female with very young puppies is 
in a high state of nervousness and ap- 
prehension in regard to the safety 
and welfare of her brood. Therefore, 
strangers, and even children within 
the family, should not be allowed to 
go near puppies for several weeks.” 


Lers put it this way. A child with 
a dog is the most natural combina- 
tion in the world—like peaches and 
cream. They fit together and they 
belong together. To our mind, a 
child growing up without a dog 
misses a great deal of life’s joys. 
Thru the ages, poets have symbol- 
ized the beautiful traditions found 
in the relationships of children to 
dogs. So, by all means, give our 
children dogs to grow up with. And 
let’s teach them how to treat their 
dogs. The dog will do his part.
